This large greenhouse was constructed by 
Messrs. C. Zwetsloot & Sons with their 
Nursery labour. The structural framework 
is iron tubing with welded joints and 
conveys hot water from a stand pipe with 
flexible coupling. When the plants have 
finished flowering, the whole of the 
greenhouse is moved forward to ground 
previously planted.

NOTHING MORE USEFUL has come out of 66 Portland-place 
in recent times than the paper on RIBA committee struc- 
ture and re-organisation of the Institute’s work. This 
brilliant analysis, which carries in every line the imprint 
of the new Secretary, Mr. Ricketts, has been accepted 
by Council, and an outline of the committee structure 
proposed, though not the underlying reasons, is given on 
a chart in the RIBA ‘ Journal’ for November reproduced 
on page 691. Those reasons may be summed up in the 
first of seven broad principles which the Council had in 
mind in arriving at the new arrangement: ‘ The Institute 
exists not for the timeless debate of professional affairs 
but to pursue and attain specific practical ends within 
a measurable time. It must be geared accordingly for the 
quickest executive action consistent with full democratic 
discussion.’ 

Here, of course, is the rub—how to combine prompt 
action with democratic discussion. It is a problem that 
has all but defeated other institutions which have been 
forced to choose between what roughly may be described 
as government by the slow but reasonably thorough 


method of discussion by sub-committee and later discus- 
sion and endorsement by full council, and an oligarchic 
system where urgent and important decisions are taken 
by an inner caucus in which the secretariat plays a leading 
role. The advantages and demerits of both methods are 
self-evident. The RIBA, it appears, now hopes to gain 
the best of both worlds by defining areas of responsi- 
bility, and acquiring, retaining and giving reasonable 
latitude to the highest calibre of staff; these ‘ may stimulate 
discussion, collate the facts, sift the arguments, return 
persistently to unresolved issues, press ahead with a wide 
variety of executive action within an agreed policy; but 
they remain the servants of the profession as surely as 
policy-making remains the prerogative of the Council.’ 
Success clearly can derive only from the loyalty of the 
staff and from lively, well chaired committees. Risks there 
must be, yet so large has the Institute become and so 
wide its spheres of interest, in terms of distance as well 
as of character, that some risk must be taken. The inten- 
tion to make a cardinal part of the new Information 
Officer’s job the closest liaison with membership through

the allied societies should provide the safeguard that the 
individual member’s view shall be made known. 
Principal change to be made is the formation of a 
small stock-taking and policy-thinking committee of nine 
to replace the former executive committee. It is intended 
that this committee shall keep the item of sustained 
forward thinking continually on its agenda. The re- 
grouping of the information services under a Chief Infor- 
mation Officer (to use a convenient term) has already 
been discussed in these columns. The Council’s declared 
intention that this officer, when appointed, shall con- 
centrate for an initial period, which we shall hope may 
be a lengthy one, on relations within the profession, does 
something to allay fears that high-powered publicity out- 
side the profession carries at present more dangers than 
advantages. Promise of a building industry committee

which would think about the industry as a whole is more 
than welcome; should it increase even moderately the 
architect’s awareness that he is part of an industry as 
well as being a member of a profession, it would alone 
justify its existence. 

When all this has been said, the success of this or any 
other plan of reorganisation at the RIBA depends essen- 
tially on the overall level of efficiency of the ordinary 
member. The new scheme, imaginatively conceived as it 
is, must and will fail unless Institute policy directs itself 
ceaselessly towards two main ends—raising the general 
standards of efficient performance of those architects 
already qualified; and lifting the quality of the new 
entrant to the profession and the content of his educa- 
tional syllabus. This matter of education for the practice 
of architecture is now discussed. 


Building on Sand 


A MUCH TALKED-OF CONFERENCE on architectural education 
took place in Oxford eighteen months ago. Its result 
is a lengthy report now issued by the RIBA and published 
in the current ‘Journal’ of the Institute. We give on 
page 689 the main recommendations and supporting 
paragraphs. The reader will find these scarcely recognis- 
able as an interpretation of the Conference’s own conclu- 
sions. The Conference was a distinguished assembly of fifty 
architects, teachers and well-wishers; its findings, though 
limited in scope, were liberal in spirit. One, in particular, 
reflected an opinion that has found wide expression in 
recent years, namely, that there should be maintained a 
choice of avenues to qualification in architecture, and that 
the potential of the architect's office as a training ground 
should be developed by means of sandwich courses, as in 
sO many modern occupations. But this principle of 
freedom is ignored in the report which openly favours 
the lengthy academic course as the sole means of entry 
to the profession. 

The Conference touched warily on the subject of an 
acknowledged class of technical assistants, and in doing 
so asserted the right of every individual to attempt pro- 
fessional status. But the report, with unseemly haste, 
offers to solve the problem by dividing assistants inexor- 
ably into ‘A’ and ‘non-A.’ Those without the stipulated 
passes in the GCE are to devote themselves (after being 
specially and highly trained!) to putting backbones into 
the ethereal conceptions of their A-level companions. 
This strange proposal is made no more convincing by the 
superior tone in which it is advanced. A high proportion 
of RIBA members, no matter what their education and

qualifications, are obliged to remain assistants, either in 
public employment or in private practice. Failure to face 
this fact of life has already brought trouble on the Insti- 
tute. To attempt to delude these members into expecting 
something more, by conjuring up a ‘helot’ class to wait 
upon them, is as unwise as it is unkind. Fortunately by 
suggesting further investigation, the report leaves open a 
door for commonsense. 

The Conference said nothing about the RIBA Board of 
Architectural Education. Whatever the defects in its 
constitution the Board is a fairly vigilant, if unwieldy, 
body. The report would reduce it to mere advisory status, 
while entrusting action to a mysterious inner group. 
Apart from the obvious political and administrative impli- 
cations of such a change, the RIBA should think again 
before adopting this proposal. Its effect can only be to 
remove education further from the control of architects. 

Those who looked to the Oxford Conference for leader- 
ship and inspiration must be disappointed at these 
pedestrian results. Instead of a lively review of forty 
years of organised professional training; instead of a 
critical re-assessment of the present state of British archi- 
tects and architecture; instead of a searching glance into 
the far-from-assured future, they are presented with a 
series of bureaucratic measures that seem to have no 
object beyond the establishment of a rigid and impregnable 
scholastic system. The student, the assistant and the 
master architect will find no comfort in this report. The 
building industry (which was allowed one solitary voice 
at Oxford) will wonder at a profession that can afford to 
spend so much time and energy building on sand.

Mr. Kenyon Scores a Hundred ; 


THE COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL’S decision 
to go ahead with the scheme for the 
Barbican is courageous. The creation of 
what is, in effect, a small new town 
within the City’s area is an exciting pros- 
pect, and the architects, Messrs. Cham- 
berlin, Powell & Bon, will be envied for 
the chance they have won to make this 
experiment in living as much as for 
gaining a commission which should keep 
their office busy for years to come. 
Much as the proposal may be com- 
mended, it will make less than a full

contribution either to the life of the City 
of London or to the traffic and travelling 
problem unless care be taken that the 
majority of tenants are working in the 
City or nearby. The rentals proposed 
for flats are sufficiently high to make this 
questionable; it would be a pity if to 
live in the City became the same sort 
of cult as, in past time, has affected the 
Temple, Bloom bury, Pentonville and 
Chelsea. No doubt business interests in 
the City could do something to save the 
day by taking accommodation not for 


their higher executives who are quite able 
to look after themselves, but for lower 
grades of executive staff who would make 
a contribution to the social life of the 
Barbican. 

* * * 

THE FACT that the Barbican scheme is 
approved should not divert the Corpora- 
tion’s attention from trying to make a 
further contribution to the City’s useful- 
ness by still further increasing the size 
of the residential population. Some 
years ago we suggested that some provi- 
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sion could well be made for residential 
accommodation in the new City build- 
ings and that some relaxation of plan- 
ning control in regard to plot ratio might 
be given to developers who were pre- 
pared to include residential accommoda- 
tion on the upper fioors. The loss of 
efficiency now being experienced through 
strain on business staff caused by travel- 
ling conditions makes the proposal of 
increasing moment; we should like to see 
the City Council give consideration to 
the question. 


Mr. Kenyon’s Hundred 


TO WRITE in the odd moments of release 
from the running of a busy practice a 
hundred consecutive (or almost consecu- 
tive) weekly articles on architectural and 
building matters with sustained sparkle 
and interest is an achievement that should 
not pass without comment. Therefore 
congratulations to Mr. Arthur Kenyon 
on scoring this week a century of ‘ Every- 
day Things,’ though pleasure is tempered 
by a sense of regret, which readers will 
share, that he has now decided to call 
a halt, at least for the time being. 


* * * 


OVER A PERIOD of rather more than two 
years he has dealt with an astonishing 
variety of subjects, ranging from the 
traditional crafts to mechanisation, from 
filing systems to drawing implements, 
from the ritual of foundation stone laying 
to the ceremony of ‘topping-up.’ In 
these musings on themes old and new 
Mr. Kenyon has provided a sort of bridge 
between past and present, showing us 
whence we have come and whither we 
appear to be going. If his articles have 
one virtue more outstanding than another 
it is the human touch, which runs 
through them like a golden thread. This 
is something that needs to be intensively 
cultivated, for, with all the revolutionary 
changes in building materials and 
methods, we still rely, as Mr. Kenyon 
stresses this week, ‘on the individual 
workman, as we did in the past, for the 
successful and smooth running of our 
building programmes.’ 


Scientific Research 


CONGRATULATIONS to Professor C. F. 
Carter who has been appointed by the

Research. Professor Carter, who recently 
took up the post of Stanley Jevons Pro- 
fessor of Political Economy in the Uni- 
versity of Manchester, is a former mem- 
ber of the Girdwood committee on hous- 
ing costs. For the last five years he has 
contributed the quarterly article on 
Building Productivity to ‘The Builder.’ As 
the only regular analysis of production 
trends published, the survey is remark- 
able for the accuracy of its forecasts 
which are based on figures made avail- 
able by the Ministry of Works statistical 
branch. These forecasts have made their 
contribution in no small measure to 
creating a climate of industrial confidence 
in which builders are able to tender for 
fixed price contracts. Mr. Carter’s con- 
tribution to the work of the Council may 
well be considerable. 


Cricket’s Vital Statistics 


TO MOVE FROM BUILDING STATISTICS to 
cricket statistics may seem to be anticli- 
mactic, whichever way one looks atit. In 
fact this is not so; the contribution made 
by cricket to good fellowship and under- 
standing in the industry is considerable, 
not least that of the RIBA Cricket Club 
which celebrated its best season ever with 
a dinner held at the AA on Friday last. 
No doubt the adage that ‘ those who do 
do, and those that don’t speak,’ was 
responsible for the fact that Roger Nor- 
ton, the Club’s captain for the past four 
seasons, was not on the toast list. Derek 
Robinson, the Club’s secretary and fast 
bowler, made an excellent deputy, how- 
ever, and matched the amusing toast to 
the club proposed by Roy Hill than whom 
no one could be better qualified for the 
job, he having played not only for the 
RIBA but for practically every XI which 
the Institute side meets. The other 
speakers were Mr. A. Morris and Mr. 
Alan Goater, captain of the RICS XI, who 
shared the toast of the guests. 

It was regrettable that the evening, 
chaired by the President of the club, Mr. 
Percy Adams, was sparsely attended if 
only because absentees missed _ the 
cricket story of the year—of how a 
drive on to the railway line in the game 
between the RIBA and RICS was fielded 
by the driver of what may well have been 
the 3.22 from Claygate, who stopped the 
train, got out and picked up the ball 
from between the metals, threw it back 
and continued on his way to Waterloo. 


Too Many Lights in Piccadilly 


FROM A STATEMENT issued on Friday last 
the Royal Fine Art Commission is not 
so happy about the architectural treat- 
ment proposed for the buildings on the 
Monico site to the north of Piccadilly 
Circus. Having seen the worked-up design 
on which they gave a non-committal 
opinion in February last, the Commission 
now declares its hand and says that the 
provision of a series of large blank panels 
on the proposed building is a mistake and 
that a freer kind of advertising would 
make possible an architecturally better 
scheme. To this the LCC has replied that 
in so far as the installation of signs re- 
quires a solid backing to support the elec-

trical apparatus, anything other than blank 
panels would involve rooms with poor 
lighting and signs arranged round win- 
dows, thus restricting freedom of dis- 
play.

WE ARE NOT AMONG THOSE who feel that 
the bright lights of Piccadilly Circus are 
out of place. But the question of scale 
comes in, and what may be acceptable for 
the existing sixty foot high buildings may 
not be right for a building of 100 feet 
or more, designed specially as a great 
hoarding. It is surprising that the LCC 
has taken a view that is both so non- 
technical and so cynical; the Council 
seems to have fallen below its usual high 
standards. 


The Building Exhibition 


4 BUILDING EXHIBITION with a record num- 
ber of firms taking part was set off to a 
good start on Wednesday by Lord John 
Hope, the Minister of Works. The 
immense and varied display of plant and 
materials on show is an indication of 
the period of continued prosperity that 
the building industry may look forward 
to. This is no place to complain of the 
problems which the very amplitude of 
new materials and processes presents to 
the designer. As Mr. René Sarger 
sapiently remarked in his lecture (re- 
ported on page 676) ‘ so long as the limits 
of a new material are not known, a style 
cannot be created.’ If this French archi- 
tect-engineer is right, then we are a long 
way from the time when a national style 
will crystallise from a solution into 
which almost every day someone throws 
a new material or process. Yet it would 
be unrealistic to expect in a world that 
is the reverse of static anything other 
than a fluid state of architecture. Mean- 
while, our preview of exhibits which is 
concluded this week will be supple- 
mented next week by special articles on 
what is new or improved on show at 
Olympia.

in the Lyndon Methodist Church, Birmingham

THE DESIGN REQUIREMENTS for this church at and special occasions, and the other for main- 


Sheldon, Birmingham, included a price limit of 
£20,000, as much seating accommodation as pos- 
sible, and the use of traditional materials for the 
main structure. No objection was felt to using 
modern techniques, however, and the development 
of laminated timber offered the opportunity of 
using wood for the four main arched trusses of the 
roof. These are at 60 deg. pitch, and covered with 
plain concrete tiling. Walls are brick and clinker 
block cavity construction, with special facings 
internally and externally. 

The church is lit by 30 light fittings recessed in 
to the horizontal portion of the ceiling. The six 
lights of the sanctuary are 200 watt each, and the 
remainder 150 watt. Natural lighting is by shallow 
windows at eaves level, supplemented by dormer 
windows. In order to reduce capital cost it was 
decided to heat the church, entrance lobby and 
parlour with electric under-floor warming: using 
the embedded system. Electricity for this is sup- 
plied at off-peak rates, controlled by a time switch, 
and there are two settings, one to bring the body 
of the church up to normal temperature for Sundays 


taining the minimum temperature around 40 deg. F. 
during the week. Insulation is improved by using 
double glazing, and glass quilt lining to the roof. 
The main contract was let on a fixed price basis 
for the sum of £16,299 excluding pews, organ and 
furnishings. The building was completed for its 
first service in April, 1959.

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Reinforced Concrete in Architecture 


REINFORCED CONCRETE, first used as a sub- 
stitute for masonry and timber framing, 
was long thought of only in this light, 
denied an honoured place in architecture 
and left to engineering. MR. RENE SARGER, 
the French architect-engineer, thus began 
the lecture on ‘ Shapes in Shell,’ which he 
gave at the invitation of the Cement and 
Concrete Association to a large audience 
in London on October 27. He con- 
tinued : 

Concrete, in fact, was used for walls 
where economy was the prime considera- 
tion, but its surface was not beautiful; it 
had to be rendered like poor quality 
brickwork. And the early essays in con- 
crete framing were clumsy copies of tradi- 
tional timber frames; they were hidden

away from sight behind false ceilings. 

It was the same with steel; used at first 
in imitation of timber framing, it was 
clad with stone, with marble, with stucco. 
Concrete, too, considered in its early 
days purely as a constructional material, 
was left bare only in purely utilitarian 
work—factories and the like. 

Many architects in France would be 
surprised to learn that the frame of the 
church of St. Augustin in Paris is a steel 
structure. and that the stone they see is 
only a cladding. The same applies to 
the new Basilica in Brussels, started 
thirty years ago and finished last year: 
its dome—a splendid thin shell concrete 
structure—is clad with stone internally 
and externally!

We should remember that, whatever 
its merits. any new material is used 
initially for those qualities which it 
shares with the material it replaces. You 
must be familiar. in England as in France, 
with plastic mouldings which imitate 
wood to perfection. For the only addi- 
tional quality of a substitute, as com- 
pared with a so-called ‘noble’ material, 
is its comparative economy. 

The calculation of a concrete structure 
is, of course, different from the calcula- 
tion of a stone structure or a timber 
frame. Architects are apt to think that 
these calculations are the province of the 
engineer. As a matter of fact, in this case 
the engineer is not necessary: standard 
tables exist, as well as nomographs, and 
a good computer is all that is required! 


New Means of Aesthetic Expression 


However, though it may first be used 
as a substitute, a new material inevitably 
has other qualities which are peculiar to 
it and which differentiate it from other 
materials. HK is the extent to which these 
qualities are studied and exploited which 
determines whether the new material 
becomes an architectural material with 
no need to be either hidden or camou- 
flaged. 

Obviously thin sections and shells can- 
not be made in either masonry or tradi- 
tional timber framing, but only in rein- 
forced concrete. Hence these are tech- 
niques and shapes which are proper to a 
new material—and it is up to the archi- 
tect to use them as such. 

It could, of course, be objected that 
steel, laminated wood and plastics may 
also be used for shells. so that these are 
not typical reinforced concrete shapes, 
but simply typical modern shapes. The 
shape is a matter of engineering tech- 
nology, but it is none the less true that 
the intrinsic beautv of one material. as 
compared with another and regardless 
of actual colour. is to be found in the 
texture of its skin—the aesthetic quality 
of its surface. 

It is impossible to cast steel in timber 
forms: and even though certain plastic 
materials could be cast in this way, the 
texture of concrete straight from the 
form is something that belongs to con- 
crete alone. And that depends on the 
site techniaue. 

Quite apart from its technological 
qualities—the qualities in which it differs 
from any other material—concrete will 
thus depend on the way it is made and 
placed. There is as much difference 
between one concrete and another as 
there is between one wood and another 
according to whether the wood is to be 
used for a kitchen chair or some 
exquisitely inlaid piece of furniture. 

In France this point was fully under 
stood by Auguste Perret, who first gave 
reinforced concrete its ‘letters patent’ 
of nobility. Although he used concrete 
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in a wholly classical style, he none the 
less gave great care to such matters as 
aggregate grading, colour of cement, and 
formwork design. Subsequently, since 
concrete is a plastic material, it has 
become possible to get away from the 
rectangular shapes, and the columns and 
beams, inherited from the use of timber 
all of which are mechanical, and not 
living, shapes. 

This does not mean fantasy, however. 
So long as the limits of the use of a new 
material are not known, it may seem as 


though anything is permissible. But in 
this way, research—whether serious or 
fantastic—can never crystallise into a 
style. It is only when these limits are 
known and reached that a style can be 
created. 


Concrete, a Familiar Structural Material 


The fantastic burgeoning of varied 
shapes which engineers have had to cal- 
culate has enabled them to get to know 
the limits of reinforced concrete. The

Everyday Things 


C—Topping the Century

| FIND I HAVE SCORED A CENTURY in this 
column and I feel a littlhe awed at the 
thought. Events happen daily in the 
building industry and I have discovered 
that there is no possibility of exhausting 
the supply of everyday things as I had 
once thought. Nevertheless, the century 
seems a good place to give you, my 
readers, a break, and I propose to call a 
halt at this stage for reconnaissance. 


I have enjoyed the letters that readers 
have written to me and I have been 
delighted to find that my interest in some 
of the half-forgotten characters and prac- 
tices of the rapidly changing building 
scene is shared by my colleagues. I 
believe it to be the responsibility of those 
of us who have had the advantage of 
working with the craftsmen of-an earlier 
generation to pass on our knowledge to 
those who only know the modern idiom. 
The tradition of building is a developing 
one, and it is important in the excite- 
ment of this present fast-moving stage of 
changing techniques and expanding 
organisations that we should know some- 
thing of how it has all come about. 

I have always looked upon building as 
the most exciting job of all for any young 
man of imagination to take up, and this 
is true now more than ever. When I 
watch a man sitting on top of a tower 
crane placing his bucket or hook just 
where the men below want it, I wonder 
what boy could resist a job that offers 
so much sport! 

If I have done nothing else in these 
articles I hope I have shown that we still 
rely on the individual workman, as we 
did in the past, for the successful and 
smooth running of our building pro- 
grammes. The men on the job are still 
the most important members of the vast 
building team and I would like to see 
them get more individual encouragement 
from the architects, engineers, surveyors, 
managing directors and all others who 
direct their labours. Of all the people 
I meet on a job, the dedicated general 
foreman is the man I admire most and I 
would like to see more general acknow- 
ledgment of the part he plays, for he 
carries a great weight of responsibility on 
his shoulders. With all the mechanisa- 
tion that appears to have taken charge 
of our building sites, it is still the men 


who count and I think we do well to pay 
occasional tribute to their skill. 

Some years ago a little booklet was 
produced in our office to give to clerks of 


full gamut of these uses, might take cer- 

tain liberties in the way of ‘daring’ 

design. But the ‘daring’ projects of 20 

years ago are now left far behind by the 

architectural uses of concrete that we 
know to be genuinely reasonable and 
possible.

works and foremen on our jobs in the 
hope that it would encourage the sort of 
collaboration on a site which we believe 
to produce good building. It was called 
‘Heads Together ’ and I have this title in 
mind now as I write, for it represents the 
spirit in which these articles are wriften. 
I like to think of all of us who have build- 
ing as our common interest with our 
heads together considering what is good 
and what is bad about our work and how 
we can make the bad good and he good 
better. The sketch which I used for this 
booklet seemed an appropriate one to use 
for this hundredth article in a series 
which has been devoted to talking about 
building to builders. 

I should like to thank the Editor of a 
newspaper which has so proud a record 
of accurate news and objective views 
faithfully reported—come wind, come 
weather, come printing strike—for allow- 
ing me such liberal use of his columns, 
and I hope to take advantage of his 
liberality again before long with further 
thoughts on the passing scene. 


Book Review 
‘The Castles of Scotland’ 


AN INTRODUCTION TO THE CASTLES OF 
SCOTLAND. By W. Douglas Simpson, 
OBE, MA, DLitt., etc. 30 pp. plus 27 
plans, plus 12 photographs (Her Majesty’s 
Stationery Office, 1959). Price 4s. 6d. 


THIS LITTLE BOOK makes a rational study 
of the Scottish castles at last easy. I am 
a proud possessor of ‘MacGibbon and 
Ross’ but ploughing through their five 
volumes (1892) takes some doing. This 
new ‘ Introduction to the Castles of Scot- 
land’ is a first-class guide, a framework 
which you can fill in as you like from the 
big books and your own explorations. It 
is clear and authoritative and stimulat- 
ing. Illustrated by 27 block plans and 12 
photographs and well produced, it is 
pocket size and costs only 4s. 6d. It 
should be carried in every visitor’s car. 
These castles—there are nearly a thou- 
sand of them—are more characteristic 
than anything else of Scotland up till 
the XVII century (people went on build- 
ing castles, of course, far later than in 
England). Yet so austere are they that 
they offer little clue either by style or 
otherwise to their place in social and 
architectural history without a guide 
such as Dr. Douglas Simpson now pro- 
vides. He takes us through the main 


phases of their development from the 
Norman earthwork and stone fortifica- 
tion to the late and exuberant Glamis. 
Midmar, Craigievar and Fyvie, with their 
corbels and turrets burgeoning aloft 
everywhere. 

The earliest stone castles are found on 
the now barely inhabited Western sea- 
board, remote from the two causes of 
demolition on the mainland—fighting 
and fashion. The prosperous XIII century 
saw the great courtyard castles such as 
Dirleton, Kildrummy, Bothwell and 
Caerlaverock, with up to six great round 
towers in the curtain wall and with hall, 
kitchen, lord’s suite and chapel placed at 
the farthest corner from the gateway— 
always the point of danger in a castle. 

The great vertical Tower-houses of the 
XIV and XV centuries were really manor 
houses up-ended for the sake of security 
For the baron or laird they combined a 
home, defence and evidence that he was 
keeping up with the MacTaggarts. To 
the dour Scot of 1959, too, there is some- 
thing supremely satisfying about a mighty 
cliff of wrought stone like Borthwick 
Castle, built of nothing but 20,000 tons 
of stone, with no timber in floors or roof, 
and still inhabited. R. M.,

BRIEF: A new format of ‘ The 
Builder’ newspaper is indicated by 
changes in layout of the cover and 
editorial, timed to coincide with the 
Building Exhibition. The main brief 
of the clients was that this change 
should be reflected in the architec- 
tural character of the stand. At the 
same time the stand was to be inex- 
pensive and ephemeral in character, 
in opposition to the current trend for 
more extravagant and heavily-built 
stands. Apart from advertising the 
newspaper and its characteristics, the 
stand was to provide a_ public 
exhibition space with facilities for 
selling books on architecture and 
building, and an information service 
on the industry; also two rooms, 


SOLUTION: In order to provide an 
economic solution the stand (which 
is No. 59, Row C, Grand Hall) 
exploits high-quality grades of inex- 
pensive materials and techniques, 
and has been designed to be pre- 
fabricated for quick erection. As 
the site is partly underneath a bal- 
cony in the Exhibition Hall, it was 
decided to provide a high clearly- 
defined space, simple in character 
and strongly lit. For strength and 
ease of erection Columbian pine is 
used for the main structural frame, 
and to stress the impermanence of 
the stand, simple halving and hous- 
ing joints are used with the members 
carried several inches beyond the 
joint. The upper parts of these 
rooms are enclosed with panels of 
fibre-glass fabric brightly lit from 
the inside. The volume of the stand 
is defined by a Columbian pine 
boarded floor and _ white-painted 
slatted ceiling. 
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Each of the special functions of 
the stand, such as book display, book 
selling, administration and entertain- 
ment is expressed by a cabinet, 
placed so as to break through the 
geometry of the main frame. 


In contrast to the overall lighting 
provided by the upper parts of the 
rooms, display areas are powerfully 
lit by spotlights directed through 
openings in the ceiling. 

To preserve the purity of the con- 
ception of the stand, finishes are 
very simple: natural Columbian 
pine, white painted or ebonised soft- 
wood and self-finished translucent 
fabric. Strong colour is restricted 
to the cushions of the chairs, and to 
small areas on the main display 
panel.

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THIS HOUSE is built well back from the 
road on a site which is surrounded by 
many well matured trees giving an air of 
relative seclusion and a shelter from the 
winds while allowing the sun to pene- 
trate into the principal rooms. 

Planning: The accommodation con- 
sists of a large living room containing a 
York stone fireplace with log storage and 
an open mahogany staircase leading to 
the first floor. The dining recess forms 
the short leg of an ‘L’ with the living 
room and is connected to the kitchen by 
means of a stable-type door which is 
used on occasions as a hatch. The 
study/occasional guest room is also off 
the living room. 

The kitchen has a continuous range of 
fittings in alternate blue and white along 
iwo walls, a built-in extractor fan above 
the cooker and is tiled to door height. 
A continuous covered way links the 
garage, front door, rear entrance, 
kitchen, fuel and refuse bin storage. The 
kitchen entrance and the yard are cut off 
from the front by means of a slatted gate. 

The first floor comprises three bed- 
rooms, dressing room and bathroom, 
Fitted wardrobes have been built into 
two of the bedrooms; a linen and airing 
cupboard is situated on the landing. 
Circulation space has been reduced to a 
minimum and a large window facing east

provides generous lighting. The bath- 
room and cloakroom are tiled to cill 
height and have high level windows to 
give good light and an added sense of 
privacy. 

Construction: The main _ structure 
consists of 11 in. load bearing cavity 
walls of which the outer skin is in LBC 
* Saxon’ sand faced bricks and the inner 
skin of clinker blocks. Panels of 
Dorking blue-blacks have been used on 
the south and east elevations. Horizon- 
tal western red cedar boarding, fixed to 
battens and clinker blocks between the 
ground and first floor windows and 
beneath the ground-floor window, is a 
feature of the south elevation. The roof 
is constructed with four TDA trusses, 
insulated with glass wool and covered in

brown-black _ pantiles. The chimney 
stack is in Dorking blue-blacks. The 
flat roof is constructed with 2 in. wood 
wool on 7 in. x 24 in. joists. A screed 
has been laid to falls and covered with 
a three ply felt finished in Bath Spa 
chippings. 

Throughout the house the windows 
are double glazed in purpose made 
softwood frames with hardwood beads. 
All external cills are in blue-black slate. 
The whole of the ground floor with the 
exception of the kitchen and cloakroom, 
which are finished in linoleum tiles, has 


been laid in missanda endgrip wood 
block flooring. The first floor consists 
of 4 in. x 1 in. tongued and grooved 


boarding on 8 in. x 2 in joists. 
A small bore oil-fired central heating 





system has been installed with a thermo- 
stat control in the living room. The 
250 gallon oil storage tank has been 
sited at the side of the garage, hidden 
from view by lattice screens. 

The contract was negotiated and the 
house started in May, 1958 and com- 
pleted in January, 1959. The cost was 
65/- per sq. ft., which includes the 
garage but excludes external works.

A Philosophy of Architecture 


sir,—In reply to Sir Howard Robertson's 
letter (‘The Builder’ of November 6), I 
think it should be realised that those who 
design glass boxes or cube clichés do so 
because that is what they like, and no 
amount of condemnation on functional 
or aesthetic grounds from those who do 
not will divert them. 

It is, of course, absurd to apply a graph 
paper of curtain walling to every vertical 
surface regardless of function or scale; 
but slightly less so, I feel, than applying 
the Georgian brickwork and sash window 
treatment which is so often the alterna- 
tive. 

Many of us have come sadly to the con- 
clusion that we are not Mies van der 
Rohe nor Le Corbusier. Nor is it desirable 
that we all should be. But, not being, it is 
preferable that we work out our own sal- 
vation within the present, living style 
rather than turn ‘rogue’ with bits and 
pieces acquired from the past in the hope 
that we will thereby avoid the monotony 
of bad design.

Independence of the Government QS 


sir,—In your issue of October 23 (page 
495), Mr. A. J. Willis is reported as say- 
ing in a paper he read at Leicester that 
‘There is a radical difference between 
this form of contract (CCC/Works/1) and 
the RIBA form in that the surveyor so 
acting is entirely a servant of the 
authority and not in the quasi-judicial 
position of the surveyor under the RIBA 
form.’ 

This statement might be taken to infer 
that a department quantity surveyor or 
2 private quantity surveyor nominated to 
act for a department does not act, in 
fact, in an independent and quasi-judicial 
manner. I do not think this can be 


accepted. It seems to me that a quantity 
surveyor making up a final account under 
any form of contract, and irrespective of 
the nature of his appointment, must and 
should exercise his professional skill in 
an independent manner so as to ensure 
that, to the best of his ability, the con- 
tractor is paid neither more nor less than 
is due to him under the terms of the con- 
tract. That, to me, is the accepted role 
of the professional quantity surveyor in 
this context, and is the role to which 
quantity surveyors employed by a depart- 
ment are expected to conform. 

With regard to Mr. Willis’s comments 
on the preparation of the final account 
under CCC/Works/1, I see no contradic- 
tion between conditions 37 and 41, the 
former clearly indicating the circum- 
stances under which a final account is 
prepared by a department.

While I cannot say 
what every local authority does, any more 
than Mr. Trench can say what every 
builder does, I can say that in the case 
of my own authority an outside quantity 
surveyor prepares the final accounts for 
the building department contracts and 
actual costs are checked against these; I 
gather, from a quantity surveyor, that our 
results are much as are a contractor’s— 
good, bad and indifferent. 

Several authorities do, to my know- 
ledge, present to their councillors a form 
of trading account, and certainly in my 
own the actual cost of each contract is 
shown against the final account as pre- 


pared by the outside quantity surveyor. 
Would it not, also, be a sound idea for all 
builders to present to the local authority 
a similar set of accounts? Personally, I 
am particularly interested in the costing 
of a builder who was, until recently, 
building a house for £3,500 including 
land; now it is nearly £4,500 excluding 
land.

EXTENSIVE USE OF STAINLESS STEEL as a wall cladding material is the outstanding feature of this new 
two-storey chemical laboratory at Stocksbridge, for Samuel Fox & Co. Ltd., a subsidiary of The United 
Steel Companies, Ltd. The spandrels of the curtain wall exterior consist of 26 gauge stainless steel 
sheets, diamond patterned and electro-polished to prevent reflection and glare. The steel is Silver 
Fox 20, containing 18 per cent chrome and 8 per cent nickel, bonded to half-inch Asbestolux board. 
The curtain wall frame is of aluminium extrusions specially made by Imperial Aluminium Co. for the 
Crittall Manufacturing Co., and is one of the first examples of their Fenestra 237 system, which makes 
use of Neoprene as a bedding material, thus eliminating much of the caulking work associated with 
conventional systems. Another interesting feature of the curtain wall is that the main structural extru- 
sions are horizontal and are positioned where a horizontal division is predetermined by the ceiling and 
cill heights. This gives freedom to the architect to position the vertical members where they are best 
suited for spandrels and glazing, and has enabled the number of wall panel sizes to be kept to a 
minimum. Internally, the building contains many examples of practical applications for stainless steel, 


Main entrance and curtain wall facade 
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including the stair balustrade, lift gates, push and kicking plates, 
door furniture and oil fuel extraction hood. The new laboratory is 
the second building at the Stocksbridge works to have stainless steel 
external wall cladding. The first building, a melting shop adminis- 
trative block, was erected in 1954, and the panels are still in perfect 
condition today, there being no sign of corrosion despite close 
proximity to the corrosive atmosphere of a steelworks. In order 
to test the relative corrosion resistance of various stainless steels 
some of the panels in the administrative block were made from a 
molybdenum-bearing alloy (Silver Fox 316) but in fact those made 
from the more economical 18 per cent chromium, 8 per cent nickel 
steel have stood up equally well to the arduous atmospheric condi- 
tions and this quality was thus adopted for use in the new laboratory. 
The facade is cleaned by the window cleaners, who wipe the panels 
down with a wash leather once a quarter, at the same time as they 
clean the windows.

Minister of Works at Annual Dinner 


THE MINISTER OF WORKS, Lord John Hope, 
MP, was the principal guest at the annual 
dinner of the Quantity Surveyors’ Com- 
mittee of the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors, held at Grosvenor 
House, W1, on Tuesday evening, Novem- 
ber 17. Mr. William James, FRICS, 
chairman of the Quantity Surveyors’ 
Committee, presided. 

LORD JOHN HOPE, who responded to 
the toast of the guests, said that he 
had already had the opportunity of 
some most interesting discussions with 
representatives of almost every section 
of the building industry and with the 
architects and surveyors. The subject 
which seemed to concern them most was 
the inclination of Governments either to 
put their foot on the accelerator or stamp 
on the brake, or as it was sometimes put, 
to turn the tap on or off. ‘I have not 
yet quite decided whether the Minister 
of Works is supposed to be driving a car 
or serving in a bar! ’ he remarked. 

‘In view of the strong feeling on this 
subject,’ the Minister continued, ‘I have 
been studying the fortunes of the build- 
ing industry in recent years and I have 
been looking at graphs showing the 
fluctuations in output and employment. 
However, one of the facts which has most 
surprised me is that although I had 
expected from what had been said to find 
that the output of the building industry 
fluctuated violently from year to year I 
discovered that between 1956 and 1957 
output was almost completely stable and 
in 1958 it fell by only 1 per cent. 

‘However, output this year seems 
likely to be as much as 10 per cent higher 
than the output last year. It is a record 
for which everyone here—except myself 

-can justly congratulate himself.’ 

He knew that the building industry had 
suffered in the past from changes in 
Government policy, although these might 
have been necessary in the national 
interest, and that although the total effect 
of these changes on the industry had per- 
haps been surprisingly small, he appre- 
ciated fully that particular sections of the 
industry, such as those specialising in 
house building or small civil engineering 
contractors, may have suffered quite 
severe fluctuations in their load of work, 
even at a time while output for building 
and civil engineering as a whole was rela- 
tively stable. 

‘We know that you want to avoid sud- 
den and drastic changes of policy in 
future,’ said Lord John Hope, ‘ and I can 
assure you that Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment share your wish. 

‘In the meantime, the building industry 
is very fully occupied and as far as I 
can see seems likely to be substantially 
busier in 1960 than in 1959. Your repre- 
sentatives have made it clear that you 
hope that the Government will not hold 
back this desirable expansion.’ 

The Minister added that he would 
support the policy of firm price tendering 
just as strongly as his predecessor, Hugh 
Molson. He also said that, in attempting 


to assess the volume of building work 
coming forward in the future, the quantity 
surveyors might be able to give the 
Ministry some most useful information 
to complete the picture derived from 
other sources, such as the RIBA and 
NFBTE. This would enable the Ministry 
to improve its forecasting in that any 
decisions on policy could be based on 
the most reliable possible information. 


The toast of the guests had been pro- 
posed by MR. REX PROCTER in a most 
delightful and witty speech. 

Seconding the response by Lord John 
Hope, MR. BASIL SPENCE, President of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, said 
that this was his first opportunity to 
speak publicly to the new Minister of 


Works, and he wished him a very happy 
tenure of office.

RIBA News 

INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS, 1961: This 
congress of the International Union of 
Architects will be held in London in 
June-July, 1961, with the theme ‘ New 
techniques and materials: their impact 
on architecture.’ The RIBA have under- 
taken to act as hosts, and a committee 
of 16 has been appointed to make 
arrangements. 

BRITISH ARCHITECTS’ CONFERENCE: Next 
year’s British Architects’ Conference will 
be held from June 15-18 in Manchester. 
The theme has not yet been announced. 

CEYLON INSTITUTE: The Ceylon Insti- 
tute of Architects has elected Mr. C. D. 
Spragg, CBE, past Secretary RIBA, as its 
first Hon. Member. 

PRACTICE UNDER TRADE NAMES: At the 
request of the RIBA Council, the Prac- 
tice Committee have been giving further 
consideration to the question of some 
members of the Institute carrying on their 
practices under trade names rather than 
under the names of the principal or part- 
ners of the firm. The Council are in 
agreement with the views expressed by 
the Practice Committee that, although the 
position is not covered by the RIBA Code 
of Professional Conduct, it is neither 
desirable nor consistent with the dignity 
of the profession for members of the 
RIBA to engage in practice under trade 
names having no apparent architectural 
connotation, rather than under the names 
of the principal or partners or of original 
partners of the firm. This does not mean, 
however, that the Council are opposed to 
the use by firms of an architectural desig- 
nation where the number of partners is 
such that they could not all conveniently 
be referred to in the firm’s description.

FAS Dinner and Ball 

GENERALLY regarded as one of the year’s 
most pleasant and least formal occasions 
when architects and surveyors can join 
together and meet their friends, this 
year’s dinner and ball of the Faculty of 
Architects and Surveyors, held at the 
May Fair Hotel, Wl, on November 13, 
was no exception. The occasion was given 
a slightly nautical flavour by the presence 
of Capt. Lord Teynham, who was piped 
into dinner by a party of sailors, and who 
later proposed the toast of the Faculty. 

Lord Teynham was somewhat critical 
of modern architecture—‘ are we to stay 
in the matchbox state, or are we to return 
to pillars and curves?’ he asked——but he 
thought that in this country we had the 
finest examples of new schools to be 
found anywhere. He commended the 
Faculty on its growth——-now nearly 2,000 
members with 14 home branches and two 





overseas—and went on to advocate 
mechanical car parking as part of the 
solution to London’s traffic problems. 
The authorities should remember, he 
said, that most people came to London 
by car to park for a few hours, and not 
to become through traffic. 

The President, Mr. SYDNEY CLOUGH, 
FRIBA, replied in a witty and humorous 
speech, in the course of which even a 
few old chestnuts came out as good as 
new after a redusting. The toast of the 
guests was proposed by Mr. G. C. Fox, 
P-PFAS, and the response was by Mr. 
J. E. Guest.

of the Board of Education, at a meeting 
of the Church Assembly at Church 
House, Westminster, on November 11. 

It will be built in collaboration with 
the Ministry of Education and its main 
lines of specialisation are likely to be 
science and divinity. The site for the 
new college has not yet been decided, 
but it is hoped to appoint an architect 
within the next two months. 


£lm. for Parsonages 


IN DISCUSSING the annual report and 
accounts of the Church Commissioners 
at a Press conference in London on 
October 22, Sir Malcolm Trustram Eve, 
Church Estates Commissioner, referred to 
the year under review as a good one, in 
which there had been an income increase 
of £800,000, although some of that was 

m-recurring. He said that the parson- 
age problem was a serious one, and they 
had decided that of the amount in the 
general reserve on March 31 a sum of 
£im. should be appropriated for capital 
expenditure on parsonage houses. 
Reorganisation at Walthamstow 

ONE of the proposals contained in the 
recent organisation and methods report 
on the Borough of Walthamstow was the 
merging of the building works depart- 
ment and the cleansing department into 
the borough architect, engineer and sur- 
veyor’s department. 

This recommendation has _ been 
approved by the Council and became 
operative as from October 1, 1959, but it 
is proposed that as from April 1, next, to 
establish two separate departments. Mr. 
F. C. Southgate, ARIBA, continues as the 
borough architect and will be responsible 
for the building works section with Mr. 
A. A. Brookes, formerly deputy building 


manager, as building works supervisor. 
Mr D. M. P. Sullivan, AMICE, at present 
deputy borough engineer and surveyor, 
has been appointed as borough engineer 
and surveyor, and will be responsible for 
the cleansing section with Mr. E. C. B. 
Bartlett, formerly deputy cleansing super- 
intendent, as cleansing and transport 
officer. 


*Road Programme could be Trebled’ 

MR. R. M. DOUGLAS, President of the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Con- 
tractors, speaking at Harrogate on Octo- 
ber 30, said that an up-to-date road 
system had now become an absolute 
necessity. ‘Next Monday a 60-mile 
stretch of motorway will be opened be- 
tween London and Birmingham. This is 
perhaps the greatest British civil engineer- 
ing achievement of all time and one of 
which our industry can be justly proud,’ 
he declared. 

‘Given the opportunity, our industry 
can continue this motorway from Bir- 
mingham to Yorkshire at the same fast 
rate that it has brought it from London 
to Birmingham. The manpower is avail- 
able; the materials are available; the 
plant is available; and the know-how is 
available. I would like to say emphatic- 
ally,’ he added, ‘ that the civil engineering 
industry could quite easily handle a road 
programme double or treble the present 
size.’ 

Housing Standards Submission 

THE English Joinery Manufacturers’ 
Association has submitted evidence to 
the Sub-Committee on Housing Standards 
of the Central Housing Advisory Com- 
mittee. The evidence records EJMA’s 
view that ‘a fuller use of the potentiali- 
ties of joinery, in the form of built-in 
units in residential accommodation would 
facilitate the design of dwellings to fit the 
standard of life and needs of the time, 
economically and efficiently.’

A Hundred Years Ago 


From The Builder of November 19, 1859 

STRAITS OF LONDON AND THEIR PER- 
PETUATION.—At this epoch of marvellous 
improvement in all that concerns the 
social world, it would be hard to explain 
wherefore so little amendment is made in 
the thoroughfares of ancient London. The 
enormous value of building sites prevents 
interference with streets as originally 
laid out—noble edifices in public build- 
ings, offices, and stores have been recon- 
structed at enormous cost;—and thus 
they fix, seal and stereotype, both the 
longitude and latitude of public inter- 
course. Beyond this limit, however, there 
is not only scope for improvement, but 
the examples of Paris and other cities 
prove that new and wide thoroughfares 
could be struck out, affording a tenfold 
accommodation for traffic, and at the 
Same time a greatly increased return in 
rents, revenue, and value.

Report of the Committee on the Oxford Conference

THE COUNCIL on October 6, 1959, received 
the report of the Committee on the 
Oxford Architectural Education Con- 
ference. The Council took note of the 
comments of the Board of Architectural 
Education upon the report, and in the 
light both of these and of the report itself 
decided : 

(1) That the standard of entry should be 
raised to a 2 ‘A’ level (approved by 
the Council on March 10, 1959). 

That the possible effects of this on 
existing centres of training should be 
made known. 

That the University Grants Commit- 
tee should be made aware of the effect 
of these changes. 

That the Council should appoint a 
Committee to put forward proposals 
for an approved form of training for 
technicians and technologists. 

That the scope of post-graduate train- 
ing and research be reviewed by the 
holding of a Special Conference of 
Heads of Recognised Schools and 
other interested persons. 

That the Constitution of the Board 
of Architectural Education should be 
reviewed, that the Board should 
become the Advisory Council on 
Architectural Education, and that a 
Board of Architectural Education con- 
sisting of 12 to 15 members, should 
be appointed by and report direct to 
the Council, all the executive func- 
tions of the present Board being trans- 
ferred to the new (executive) Board.

The Oxford Conference 
Recommendations 


The Council at their meeting on May 6, 
1958, approved in principle the following 
recommendations of the Conference on 
Architectural Education held in Oxford 
from April 11 to 13, 1958: 

(1) The Conference unanimously agreed 
that the present minimum standard of 
entry into training (five passes at ‘O’ 
level) is far too low and urged that 
this level should be raised to a mini- 
mum of two passes at ‘A’ level. 

The Conference agreed that courses 
based on Testimonies of Study and the 
RIBA External Examinations are 
restricting to the development of a 
full training for the architect and that 
these courses should be progressively 
abolished. 

Ultimately, all schools capable of pro- 
viding the high standard of training 
envisaged for the architect should be 
‘recognised’ and situated in univer- 
sities or institutions where courses of 
comparable standard can be con- 
ducted. 

(4) Courses followed by students intend- 
ing to qualify as architects should be

either full-time or, on an expérimental 
basis, combined or sandwich courses 
in which periods of training in a 
school alternate with periods of train- 
ing in an office. 

’ It may be that these raised standards 
of education for the architect will 
make desirable other forms of training 
not leading to an architectural quali- 
fication but which will provide an 
opportunity for transfer if the neces- 
sary educational standard is obtained. 
The Conference regards post-graduate 
work as an essential part of architec- 
tural education. It endorses the 
policy of developing post-graduate 
courses which will enlarge the range 
of specialised knowledge, and will 
advance the standards of teaching and 
practice. 

The Committee approved by the Coun- 
cil to consider the recommendations of 
the Conference met on ten occasions. It 
has heard evidence from a number of 
sources, has been supported by several 
sub-committees and has been greatly 
assisted by statistical surveys carried out 
by the staff of the Institute. Although 
its work could clearly have continued 
and could have become a lengthy and 
detailed study, the Committee has taken 
the view that its task is to make a few 
necessary and urgent recommendations as 
quickly as possible, and these are set out 
in the report under the following heads: 
(a) The raising of the standard of entry 

to the profession and its implications. 
(b) The effect of this on existing Schools. 
(c) The need within the profession for 
technical assistance. 
(d) Post-graduate training and research. 
(e) The constitution and work of the 
RIBA Board of Architectural Educa- 
tion. 
(a) The raising of the Standard of Entry 
to the Profession and its implications. 
1. The Oxford Conference unanimously 
recommended that the minimum standard 
of entry should be raised. The Council 
supported this view. So far as we can 
judge, there has been no _ substantial 
opposition to this idea throughout the 
profession. The Oxford Conference Com- 
mittee has therefore considered the 
desirable level for the standard of entry 
into the profession, and, after hearing a 
considerable amount of evidence, has 
recommended to the Council that the 
minimum standard for Probationership 
of the Royal Institute should be the 
General Certificate of Education in five 
subjects, two being at ‘A’ level. 
(b) The Effect of Raising the Entry Stan- 
dard on Existing Schools 
6. The more far-reaching effect of the 
new entry level will almost certainly be 
the redistribution of numbers within the 


school system. At present there are three 

types of school which give some form of 

training to architects: 

(a) 28 schools recognised for exemption 
from the RIBA Final and Intermediate 
Examination; 

(b) 9 schools listed for full-time prepara- 
tion for the RIBA examinations; 

(c) 37 schools with facilities for the 
instruction of intending architects. 

12. We consider it likely that the intake 
of students with two ‘A’ levels into Listed 
and Facility Schools will be negligible, 
that these schools will be left with only 
those students who are already com- 
mitted to part-time and evening courses 
at the old levels of entry, and that these 
students will have passed out of the 
schools within the next seven or eight 
years. 
13. It also seems reasonable to conclude 
that the demand for RIBA external 
examinations will be progressively 
reduced and that at some future date the 
possible abolition of these examinations 
should be considered. 
17. The ability of the Recognised Schools 
to provide the number of places necessary 
to meet the future demands of the pro- 
fession should not be a problem. There 
seems no reason to think that they would 
fail to attract an adequate number of 
students with the higher entry standard, 
bearing in mind that in 1957 there were 
about 45,000 leaving school with two or 
more ‘A’ levels and that this total is 
expected to be doubled by the mid- 
1960s. 
18. The manner in which they can 
improve the standards of training is not 
so obvious. The Schools are established 
in differing types of institution: 9 are in 
Universities, 13 are in Colleges of Art, 4 
are in Technical Colleges, 2 are inde- 
pendent institutions. 
19. We do not think it is part of our 
remit to suggest forms of training. 
Indeed, we consider that the function 
of the RIBA Board of Architectural Edu- 
cation is to concern itself with the essen- 
tial standards of education required for 
admission to the Register. The means 
by which these standards are achieved 
is a matter for the schools. A criticism 
of existing systems may be that they con- 
form too much to type. It is in our view 
highly desirable that systems of educa- 
tion should vary, and that schools should 
develop their own special characteristic 
interests, which may be much wider than 
the scope of the standards required by 
professional examination. 


Three Desiderata 


20. There are, however, certain desiderata 


which seem to us to be important for the 

development of courses in architecture in 

any school. These are: 

(a) That schools of architecture should 
be staffed mainly by practising archi- 
tects of distinction or those who are 
advancing the knowledge of archi- 
tecture by research. 





(b) Courses of training can only be 
developed intensively if they are sup- 
ported by specialist lecturers in cer- 
tain fields: links are desirable with 
engineering, science, history and 
sociology 

(c) Studies in architecture should lead 
naturally to advanced or post-graduate 
study, and work of this kind should 
be an essential component of any 
school of architecture. 

(c) The Need within the Profession for 
Technical Assistance 

22. The Oxford Conference Resolution 

stated that if standards of entry were 

raised, intake might diminish, and it 
might be necessary to consider the 
development of a second category of staff 
for offices. Examination of this matter 
in detail has made it evident to us that 
something of the sort not only does 
already exist on a considerable scale, but 
that it would be very desirable and to the 
profession’s advantage to clarify and 
develop it, with certain clear objectives 
in mind. The original Resolution caused 
some confusion. The term ‘second 

category’ was presumed to refer to a 

lower tier of architects. This must be 

corrected. 

23. It is not the intention to create a 

second-grade class of architects. The 

Committee has simply attempted to 

recognise the facts that exist. At present 

there are 10,000 unqualified assistants in 
the United Kingdom, and 5,000 of these 
are not ‘bona fide’ students. The esti- 
mate is rough but, allowing for a margin 
of error, it confirms beyond doubt that 
throughout the country as a whole the 
unqualified assistant is widely used. 

Moreover, it is argued by many that he 

performs a valuable service in an office 

organisation. 

26.’We have had evidence to show that 

architects are divided in their views on 

this matter. Some would hope to staff 
their offices mainly by qualified men with 
assistance from architects in training. 

Others would wish to have technical 


assistance of the kind described and 
would wish to see their contribution 
developed by an effective form of training. 
Both forms of organisation will continue; 
but if the second form exists it seems 
proper to recognise the fact and to ensure 
that there is an appropriate form of train- 
ing for the assistant which will not be 
confused, as it is at present, with the 
training of the architect. 
29. We consider that training might take 
the form of a four-year sandwich course, 
involving at least a year of full-time train- 
ing, to reach the technician level. It will 
be seen from these proposals that this 
form of training makes no attempt to 
produce an architect. It concentrates, in 
the first place, upon those aspects of 
building which would help to train an 
efficient and knowledgeable technical 
assistant in an architect’s or a contrac- 
tor’s oftice. A further two years of 
advanced study (one of which must be 
full-time) could lead to a_ professional 
qualification as a technologist. The break 
at the technician level would provide an 
opportunity for the transfer of an 
exceptional student to a course of train- 
ing as an architect. Such a student 
would be expected, in addition to his 
normal studies, to satisfy the standard of 
the new RIBA entrance level. 

30. We wish to submit: 

(1) That there should be an approved 
form of training for building tech- 
nicians and technologists, for work in 
architectural offices. 

That the courses for Ordinary and 
Higher National Certificate and 
Diplomas in Building should form the 
basis of such a training, but these 
would have to be remodelled to pro- 
vide training in subjects required for 
those who wish to enter an architect's 
office. 

That the Council be asked to appoint 
a Committee to implement these pro- 
posals and to consider any constitu- 
tional issues which might result from 
the action proposed.

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(d) Post-graduate Training and Research 
32. The Oxford Conference regarded post 
graduate work as an 
architectural education. It endorsed the 
policy of developing post-graduate 
courses in order to enlarge the range of 
specialist knowledge and to advance the 
standards of teaching and practice. 

33. At the present time there is an acute 
shortage of architects with certain special 
skills. To meet the needs of the national 
building programme many new research. 
development and administrative groups 
have been set up by public and private 
authorities in the last few years. It is 
common knowledge that the great 
obstacle to the effective development of 
the work of these groups is the shortage 
of architects with the necessary special 
knowledge and skill to man them. At 
present the only source of recruitment is 
from similar units already established, in 
which architects have been trained by 
experience. This process is too slow to 
be effective and must be supported by 
organised post-graduate training. 

34. At the same time it is evident that 
schools of architecture also need a pro- 
portion of such architects for teaching 
and research, for it is clear that specialist 
knowledge of high standard must now be 
firmly built into architectural education, 
and that the capacity to make advances 
in knowledge must be substantially 
strengthened. 

35. Post-graduate work may take either 
of two forms: (i) attendance at organised 
courses of instruction of a character more 
advanced and more specialised than that 
given to undergraduates; (ii) 
tion in research work 

41. We therefore recommend that at the 
present time, when many new projects for 
research and post-graduate work are 
under consideration, it would be most 
useful if the Institute called a Conference 
of the Heads of Recognised Schools and 
certain other interested people, to survey 
what is being done and to assist the estab 
lishment of

42. The proposals in this report will re 
quire the detailed working out of a posi 
tive policy. The RIBA Board of Architec 
tural Education is a large representative 
body, which by its nature cannot be 
called together very frequently. We con 
sider that to implement the proposals in 
this report, and incidentally to meet the 
need which has become increasingly 
apparent in recent years for quick execu 
tive action and monthly reports to the 
Council, a smaller body, meeting at very 
regular intervals, will have to be created 
43. We therefore recommend that the 
existing Board of Architectural Educa 
tion should become the Advisory Council 
on Architectural Education, 
three times a year, and that a Board of 
Architectural Education of 12 to 15 
members, all ex-officio members of the 
Advisory Council, should be appointed 
with power to take executive action, 
reporting direct to the RIBA Council.

Chartered Surveyors and Town Planning 
Presidential Address to the RICS 


MR. J. L. POSTLETHWAITE, BENG., delivered 
his Presidential address to the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors, at a 
meeting in London, on November 9. On 
town and country planning, after welcom- 
ing the Town and Country Planning Act. 
1959— the most important legislation of 
the year’ for surveyors—and comment- 
ing on the Act’s principal provisions. the 
speaker said: 

Considering that we have been faced 
with so many problems during the past 
twelve years, it is remarkable what pro- 
gress town planning has been able to 
make since the war. Ribbon develop- 
ment and sporadic building in the 
countryside are now virtually things of 
the past. Green belts have been estab- 
lished round the great cities, and the 
development of town and village has been 
kept compact, protected from the inter- 
war tendencies to disintegration. Agricul- 
tural land has been preserved from build 
ing. 

Effort has been concentrated into New 
Towns which the whole world regards as 
shining examples. Great savings of public 
money have been effected by urban 
zoning and the reservation of sites for 
roads and other public purposes. The 
redevelopment of our city centres is pro- 
ceeding; and has proceeded so far in some 
places that the problem now is, not to 
secure the redevelopment of the centre 


but to redevelop the decayed ring which 
surrounds it.

The rents 
that can be obtained for commercial and 
industrial development usually make the 
new scheme an economic proposition 
and the surveyor is the key man in seeing 
that the best economic return is derived. 
But the ring of obsolete or obsolescent 
property which surrounds most of our 
city centres presents a different problem. 
It may be financially less attractive, and 
the splitting of ownership may make it 
difficult to assemble the land in viable 
units. 

Here is a real headache, for which sur-

veyors are perhaps best qualified to find 
a remedy. We have a long experience in 
estate Management and development, and 
here is a pressing problem in that field. 
It was brought into prominence at the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Annual Conference 
this year during our discussions on the 
economics of land development—and it 
was spotlighted as something which must 
be tackled soon—-unless we are to accept 
that the only workable solution is to hand 
the whole task over to subsidised public 
enterprise. 

I believe that private enterprise still has 
an important contribution to make to 
land development and redevelopment in 
this country, and we have a duty to assist 
that contribution in the same way as we 
have played our part, as surveyors, in the 
many public works that have been under 
taken since the war. It is for this reason 
that the Institution has decided to foster 
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research into this 
land planning. 

In addition to its positive side, planning 
naturally has its negative or restrictive 
side. That is inherent in the nature of 
planning. For if all were agreed upon it 
the plan would not be necessary: it would 
take effect of its own accord. Un- 
fortunately there is always someone dis- 
affected, and my experience is that while 
he voices his complaint loudly, the 
general body of the public which supports 
what is being done, keeps quiet. 

So town planning appears to be un- 
popular. This is undeserved in many 
respects, but justifiable in others; and we 
commend the recent statement by the 
Minister that he wishes to eliminate the 
‘crawl’ from town planning, and to make 
it more positive and certain. 

From our knowledge of planning 
both as planners and as advisers to the 
planned, we know how urgent it is to 
reduce delays, and to recreate the desire 
and the respect for good town planning. 
In the meantime, planning is making great 
strides, and chartered surveyors are play- 
ing a great part in it.

Management for Building 
New BBE Report 


THE REPORT of the Study Group set up in 
May, 1957, by the Board of Building 
Education under the chairmanship of 
Mr. David Woodbine Parish, FIOB, has 
now been published (48 Bedford-square, 
WCIl, price 7s. 6d.). Entitled * Manage- 
ment Studies for the Building Industry,’ 
it examines the content, scope and 
extent of the existing courses of study 
specifically related to management prac- 
tice in the industry at all levels and 
makes recommendations for both the 
short-term and long-term expansion of 
such courses. 

Comment on the report is invited by 
the chairman of the Board, Sir Graham 
Savage, and this will be taken into 
account by the Institute of Builders in 
incorporating Management into their 
examination structure. 

In a foreword to the report attention 
is drawn to the heavy responsibilities 
which the building industry bears in view 
both of its large share of the national 
annual investment programme and of the 
high proportion of the nation’s manpower 
it employs. As a consequence ‘ the build- 
ing industry cannot afford to be apathetic 
with regard to the quality and capacity of 
its future leaders and managers, but must 
resolve to provide with all despatch the 
necessary opportunities and encourage- 
ment for many more young men, who 
have achieved an appropriate standard of 
general education, to enter the industry 
and to train for positions of responsibility 
in the coming years. At the same time 
the maximum use must be made of the 
current training facilities for improving 
the managerial skills of those already in 
positions of responsibility in the industry.’ 

Reference is made to four basic con- 
cepts which must be recognised and 
supported if management training is to 
be fully effective. A summary of the 


recommendations then 
ticular attention is 
mendations : 

(1) that the proposed syllabuses for a 
course in management studies set forth 
in appendix I be associated with the 
final stage of qualification for corporate 
membership of the _ Institute’ of 
Builders; and 

(13) that the Board establish the 
Management Training Study Group on 
a permanent basis charged with the 
Specific responsibility of stimulating 
and guiding the development of 
management training in the industry.

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The Royal Society of Arts 


Mr. Oswald P. Milne’s Inaugural Address 


IN HIS INAUGURAL ADDRESS to the 260th 
session of the Royal Society of Arts on 
Wednesday, November 4, MR. OSWALD P. 
MILNE, FRIBA, JP, Chairman of Council 
of the Society, gave an interesting short 
review of the aims and activities of the 
Society from its foundation, its growth 
and its influence through the years. We 
take the following extracts from the latter 
part of the address. 

Today, as in the eighteenth century, 
said Mr. Milne, there is a great surge 
forward in men’s thinking. There seems 
little limit to the inventive capacity of 
mankind which, guided by science, tech- 
nology and mechanisation, is revolution- 
ising methods of industrial manufacture. 
New processes and new materials are dis- 
placing the age-old crafts. Moreover, 
rapid social change is affecting our out- 
looks and habits of thought. Accepted 
canons in art and design are all in 
question. A new look is transforming the 
appearance of the modern world. For 
example, if we observe the changing shape 
of our towns, and of the individual build- 
ings which go to their making, we see 
that the art of architecture is seeking new 
expression. 


The New Architecture 


For long architectural forms have been 
based on traditions. Now the philosophy 
of a new architecture is no longer a cry 
in the wilderness. To a _ generation 
schooled in traditional styles, with all 
their beauty of natural material and 
skilled craftsmanship, the mechanical 
methods and synthetic materials of mass 
production may seem soulless. We may, 
and do, grow a little weary and bored by 
the horizontal lines of glass and of the 
crude forms and uncompromising skylines 
conditioned by concrete and steel con- 
struction, as well as by the economic 
pressures of today. However, given time, 
I have no doubt, architectural genius 
will find a means of giving this architec- 
ture quality, form and elegance and the 
rigidities of steel and concrete will take 
on a ‘style’ of their own. It took a Sir 
Christopher Wren to create, from classic 
forms, an architecture in complete 
harmony with the English scene. It took 
a Lutyens to regain traditional forms of 
English buildings, which had been over- 
laden by revivals and Victorian pomposi- 
ties, and to impress them with the charm 
of his imaginative and creative gifts. The 
modern architect is fearful lest his work 
be stigmatised as ‘ traditional,’ which has 
become, in his mind, almost a term of 
abuse. When again he has the courage 
to introduce light and shade, allow, say, 
the cornice (a feature which, after all, is 
functional as well as decorative) to re- 
crown his walls, and when he has re- 
discovered symmetry, and when he takes 
pains in the refinement of his detail—the 
present rather bleak starkness may 
develop into a gracious style. 


Architecture forms the background of 
our lives and so it follows that our 
intimate surroundings, the interior of our 
houses, our furniture and the articles of 
everyday use are all assuming a new 
look. Function and appearance make 
more appeal than traditional forms. Here 
is a challenge for the manufacturer and 
design ever assumes new and greater 
importance. There is no sense in making 
anything unless it is of good design. If 
production is in mass, how essential that 
the prototype should be right. What 
growing opportunities there are, at a 
time when the standard of living is rising 
rapidly, for all sections of the community, 
and indeed for all peoples throughout the 
world! What opportunities for lively 
and fresh approach to design and for the 
use of colour! We have got to be on our 
toes, and be aware that our future 
depends on developing to the full all the 
latent ability there is in the country. 


Encouraging Youthful Talent 


In its role of encouraging youthful 
talent the Society has enlisted the aid of 
various industries to act with it in pro- 
viding and setting up the scheme of 
Bursary competitions for young designers 
and students in the art schools or for 
those who are already apprenticed to the 
trades. The winners are awarded 
bursaries (usually of £150 each) to be 
used in furthering their design educa- 
tion either by travel or by enabling them 
to study processes and techniques in the 
factory. This scheme is administered by 
a Bursaries Board set up by the Society, 
and it ensures a most desirable contact 
between the Society, the industrialists 
and the art schools. It is a matter of 
satisfaction to find that the majority of 
students gaining bursaries eventually 
enter the industry in connection with 
which they won their award. 

In order to form even closer links with 
industry, the Society has inaugurated a 
new policy of admitting companies (both 
trading and industrial) into association 
with it. Sir Charles Tennyson, who was 
for many years the Chairman of the 
Industrial Art Committee and the Educa- 
tion Committee of the Federation of 
British Industries, has said, truly, ‘ that 
in the matter of design the most import- 
ant step still to be taken is for boards 
of directors to become design conscious 
and formulate and carry through really 
comprehensive design policies, so that 
not only the goods produced but equip- 
ment, furnishings, packing and publicity 
material, indeed all that emanates from 
the organisation, may have distinction 
and individuality.’ 

Another activity of the Society is the 
well-organised examination system for the 
granting of certificates to young people 
who wish to enter trade and industry in 
an administrative or clerical capacity. 


These certificates are so well recognised 
and valued that in the past year some 
330,000 papers have been worked for the 
examinations. 


The Society’s Premises 


Four years ago the opportunity 
occurred of acquiring the freehold of the 
three adjoining houses in John Adam- 
street. These were houses built at the 
same time as Robert Adam was building 
the house for the Society. They had been 
occupied for years as private dwellings 
and later as offices. In a manner they 
were all of a piece with our house, being 
of the same date, and together with it 
they form, with two other small blocks, 
all that remains of the original Adelphi 
scheme of the Adam brothers. The 
opportunity to acquire them was one that 
could never recur, and the Council of the 
Society felt that however much it might 
strain the Society’s resources it must be 
seized. With full faith in the future of 
the Society they took a bold course and 
persuaded a leading insurance company 
to purchase the property and grant the 
Society a long lease which incorporates 
an option to purchase the freehold within 
a specified period. 

Houses built some 200 years ago, and 
for private occupation, of course needed 
a lot of work to be done to them before 
they could be suitably adapted for our 
use. But all that work has now been 
successfully accomplished and the whole 
of the premises have been connected up 
to our old original house and lecture 
hall. This has greatly improved the office 
accommodation for the staff and has 
enabled the examinations department to 
be housed under our own roof. Now, 
too, we have some spacious rooms for 
exhibition purposes. 

The RSA, a society formed over 200 
years ago, a voluntary Society for the 
promotion of Arts, Manufactures and 
Commerce, has no politics and stands 
completely independent. It has shown 
in the course of its history that it is 
actuated without thought of individual 
gain, to serve the public and benefit our 
industries, and it has demonstrated its 
interest in the welfare of the worker. 
Perhaps through its influence and leader- 
ship it might take some part in bringing 
about a new spirit in the industrial world, 
and in that way show itself as ‘a Design 
for the Public Good.’ 


New Hospital for Hull 


The new £3m. Western General Hospi- 
tal at Hull will be the city’s tallest build- 
ing. The 14-storey structure has been 
planned on the advice of the city’s medi- 
cal and surgical consultants. Work is to 
start in the near future and it is estimated 
that the whole scheme will be completed 
in five years. The architects are Messrs. 
Yorke, Rosenberg and Mardall. 





Car Parking Standards 


Kent Considers Future Developments 


THE KENT COUNTY COUNCIL’s planning 
committee has provisionally approved 
suggestions for standards of car parking 
space in new buildings and new develop- 
ment. 

The suggestions are contained in a 
report presented to the committee by the 
County Planning Officer, Mr. James W. R. 
Adams. His report embodies some sug- 
gestions received during consultations 
with a number of interested persons and 
bodies, including the Engineers and Sur- 
veyors of the 56 County District Councils 
of Kent, the Chief Constable of Kent, the 
Chief Commissioner of the Metropolitan 
Police, the County Education Officer, the 
County Surveyor and the County Archi- 
tect. 

The standards provisionally adopted 
will be applied wherever thought appro- 
priate pending any reconsideration in the 
light of the view of the County District 
Councils who are now being invited to 
comment on the proposals. 

The report describes the nature of the 
problem; the number of licensed vehicles 
in Kent rose from 112,000 in 1938 to 
284,000 in 1958. Different types of 
properties requires different standards of 
parking provision and the report dis- 
cusses in detail the needs of, and suggests 
standards for, schools and colleges, shops, 
offices, hotels, hospitals, theatres, 
cinemas, restaurants, road-houses and 
factories. 

The chairman of the council’s planning 
committee, Sir William Wigham Richard- 
son, states: ‘ Kent is not alone in dealing 
with this problem. It is known that other 
councils are considering what standards 
of parking provision to apply. In Kent 
the problem is both important and 
urgent. Some of the standards suggested 
are fairly drastic, but we feel that they 
are necessary. For example, the standard 
proposed of one car space for every new 
house and flat is higher than has been 
required by most authorities in the past, 
but with car ownership becoming so uni- 
versal I feel that it is right to think in 
terms of parking provisions of that kind 
if street congestion is to be reduced.’ 

Some standards suggested are: 


Offices.—-There is, of course, a very 
wide variation between the differing 
types of offices. Some employ large num- 
bers of staff in relation to floor area, some 
(e.g., record offices) have few employees 
in relation to floor area and others have 
a large percentage of young female staff 
who tend to be users of public transport 
rather than car owners. 

It has been found that the smaller 
premises tend to attract proportionately 
more traffic than the larger ones and 
therefore the standard is considered at 
two levels. 

The recommended standard is one 
parking space per 350 sq. ft. for the first 
2,500 sq. ft. gross floor space and above 
that figure one parking space per 500 sq. 
ft. 

Large Retail Stores.—Many large retail 


stores wish to provide parking space with 
direct access to the shop for their cus- 
tomers, and it is reasonable that such 
stores should make a_ contribution 
towards the alleviation of the parking 
problem. In the United States a standard 
of one space for each 200 sq. ft. of floor 
space is required, whilst in this country 
authorities have adopted a figure ranging 
from one space per 400 sq. ft. for main 
shopping centres to one space per 600 sq. 
ft. for mining centres. Such a standard 
is suitable to be applied to the County of 
Kent. 

Hospitals. There is little recent 
experience of new hospital building in 
this country, but provision must be made 
for visitors to patients and staff require- 
ments. A standard of one space per 12 
beds is suggested, plus one space for 
every 500 sq. ft. of gross floor space used 
by the staff only., e.g., offices, consulting 
rooms, etc., exclusive of wards and out- 
patients’ departments. An _ additional 
space for each vehicle stationed per- 
manently on the site is required, e.g., 
ambulances, service vans and _ lorries. 
Parking space will also be required for 
resident nurses’ homes, and it is sug- 
gested that one space per 20 occupants 
be applied. 


Industrial Buildings.—It is extremely 
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difficult to arrive at a reasonable standard 
for industrial buildings. Two methods 
are possible, one being to base the num 
ber of parking spaces on the number of 
employees and the other on the gross 
floor space of the factory. If the former 
is used difficulty could arise where a new 
factory having a small number of 
employees in relation to floor space is 
permitted to be erected and subsequently 
changes its process of manufacturing 
(which change may not require planning 
permission) and as a result employs a 
larger number of workers. In the event 
of this happening, the parking space 
originally provided would be inadequate. 
It appears, therefore, that it would be 
preferable to use a standard based on the 
gross floor space of the industry. The 
standard suggested is one space per 250 
sq. ft. gross floor space up to 2,500 sq. 
ft. and thereafter one space per 650 sq. 
ft. gross floor space. 

Design of Car Parks. 
parking standard for varying types of 
development has been adopted, 
developers will require to know how the 
overall size of the parking area is to be 
assessed. The Report of the Depart- 
mental Committee set up by the Minister 
of War Transport in 1946 recommended 
that a gross area approaching 200 sq. ft. 
should be allowed for each car. Recent 
experience by several County District 
Councils has revealed that 200 sq. ft. per 
car space is not sufficient having regard to 
the larger average size of present-day 
private cars and that a figure of at least 
250 sq. ft. is more realistic.

Architectural Efficiency a Keynote 


THE Preston, Blackburn & District Society 
of Architects, in co-operation with the 
Building Centre, the Lancashire, Cheshire 
and Isle of Man Branch of the RICS, and 
the North Western Federation of Building 
Trades Employers has arranged a joint 
symposium on *‘ Efficiency’ at the College 
of Further Education, Alston Hall, Long- 
ridge, near Preston, from December 4 
to 6. 

The three previous symposia have con- 
sidered: ‘Gaps in Building Know How’; 
* Bridging the Gap ’; and ‘ Consultants and 
Specialists.” At this fourth symposium it 
is hoped to draw conclusions from a dis- 
cussion about client/architect/quantity 
surveyor/builder co-operation in satisfy- 
ing each other’s needs for higher produc- 
tivity (greater satisfaction and reward for 
the same effort). The client will make 
plain why the industry must meet his 
needs with the utmost efficiency, and dis- 
cuss the process and problems which fol- 
low from his need to build. 

This year’s RIBA Conference at Cardiff 
discussed ‘ The Role of the Architect in 
Efficient Building.’ Contributions pointed 
to the concern of architects with the 
efficiency of their own offices and the 
value of their efforts to provide the con- 
tractor or quantity surveyor with the in- 
fermation he requires. The symposium 
will provide an opportunity for Architects 
to hear of the most recent developments 


and for the Industry to give its views on 
the present situation. 

In the building industry, as in many 
others, great efforts are being made in 
method study and the techniques of con 
tract planning. Architects and quantity 
surveyors want to know more about these 
and to use the knowledge in the design 
and planning of future prospects. 

The conference will be opened by Mr. 
R. Allport Williams, FRIBA, president of 
the Preston, Blackburn and District 
Society of Architects, and speakers will 
include: Mr. N. K. Scott, ARIBA, on 
‘What is Efficiency: Should an Architect 
be Efficient?’; Mr. R. A. Rainford, bursar 
ot Manchester University, on ‘ The 
Client’s View of the Building Operation ’; 
Mr. Peter Dunham, FRIBA, on ‘ Pro- 
gramming the Architect’s Work’; Mr. W.

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London Master Builders 
Association's Tenth Annual Education Conference 


THE LONDON MASTER BUILDERS ASSOCIATION 
held its tenth annual education confer- 
ence in Ironmongers Hall on November 
12. In his opening address the chairman, 
MR. K. J. PEARCE, TD, FIOB, president of 
the Association, reviewed the progress 
made in the past ten years and outlined 
the scope and subjects for discussion. 

Before introducing the first speaker 
Mr. Pearce read a message of greeting and 
encouragement from SIR DAVID ECCLES, 
Minister of Education. In it he said: ‘As 
Minister of Education and a former 
Minister of Works I know what great 
progress has been made in education and 
training for the building industry during 
the last decade. But as you will all know 
there is a great deal still to be done if the 
industry is to gain the maximum economic 
value from good education and training 
schemes and to offer adequate opportuni- 
ties to the many young people who will 
come forward for apprenticeships during 
the next few years.’ 

MR. D. E. WOODBINE PARISH, FIOB, 
vice-president of the NFBTE and chair- 
man of the LMBA Education Committee, 
said: ‘Although much has been achieved 
during the past decade, there are no 
grounds for complacency.’ Outlining the 
work of the Committee, Mr. Woodbine 
Parish said that the introduction of 
annual awards and the setting up of 
foremanship and management training 
schemes were a successful start to a more 
ambitious future programme. The pupil- 
ship and studentship schemes were to 
be developed and there was to be a study 
of the problems involved in the selection 
of graduates from the universities. 


College of Architecture and Building 

The establishment of a College of 
Architecture and Building was the most 
important project for the immediate 
future. Mr Woodbine Parish expected 
that by the end of 1960 a contract would 
be let and a start made on the construc- 
tion of a building to house the college. 

MR, L. J. HOLLOWAY, FIOB, chairman of 
the Board of Administration for the 
pupilship and studentship schemes, said 
that the board had been set up with a 
view to the enlistment and education of 
young men for administrative positions 
within the industry. ‘ The service is run,’ 
said Mr. Holloway, ‘for the convenience 
and use of employers. Two years ago 
only 33 firms were taking advantage of 
the scheme; at present there are 101 firms 
on the register. This is a very small num- 
ber when set against a total of between 
twelve to thirteen hundred firms in the 
London area.’ 

The present situation of 300 students 
and only 23 pupils in training was 
promising but not adequate to cover the 
needs of an industry needing at least 100 
pupils per annum. Mr Holloway further 
stated that the Board were considering 
the possibility of raising the standard of 
entry, having regard to the effect upon 
the future management capacity of the 
industry. 


MR. BAKER, vice-chairman of _ the 
Apprenticeship Committee, spoke of the 
excellent progress made; in the space of 
15 years some 15,000 apprentices had 
passed into the industry. He said that the 
standard of the London apprentice was 
amongst the highest in Europe. Despite 
this very encouraging situation, the 
response in certain trades was poor. Each 
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year only 1,000 young men were recruited 
as apprentices when it was necessary to 
recruit twice that number to enable Lon- 
don builders to maintain a standard. 

A stimulating and, in some respects, 
controversial discussion followed the 
three main speakers. Two very significant 
points were brought up: first, a sugges- 
tion that the present set-up in the build- 
ing industry was out of date and that a 
change in the technique was necessary to 
meet the needs of the future; and 
second, on the question of block 
release, the conference were generally in 
favour of continuity. of education. 


Hospital Building Programme 


New Projects announced in Parliament 


AN OUT-PATIENT DEPARTMENT at Walton 
Hospital, Liverpool, is to be designed by 
the Design Unit of the Ministry of Health 
‘as the first of a number of development 
projects which will embody and demon- 
strate the Ministry’s views on the design 
of hospital buildings and provide infor- 
mation about cost.’ 

This was announced by MR. DEREK 
WALKER-SMITH, Minister of Health, in a 
detailed statement on the Government's 
hospital building programme on Novem- 
ber 16 (writes our Parliamentary corres- 
pondent). He said it was proposed, sub- 
ject to the voting by Parliament of the 
necessary funds, that £3lm. would be 
spent on capital development in the hos- 
pital service in England and Wales in 
1961-62, compared with £25.5m. for 1960- 
61. He had asked hospital boards to com- 
plete the planning of a number of addi- 
tional major projects. These included, in 
the sphere of new building, the start of a 
new St. Mary’s maternity hospital in 
Manchester and a new mental deficiency 
hospital in Northamptonshire, and further 
substantial phases of the new Cambridge 
teaching hospital, West Wales General 
Hospital and Peterborough Hospital. 


The Minister continued, ‘ Large exten- 
sions proposed for existing general hos- 
pitals include a new medical block at the 
West Middlesex Hospital; maternity de- 
partments at the North Middlesex Hospi- 
tal; and at the City General Hospital, 
Stoke-on-Trent; and a new surgical block 
at the Royal Gwent Hospital, Newport. 
New operating theatres and a physio- 
therapy department are to be provided at 
St. James’s Hospital, Leeds, and new 
operating theatres at the London 
Hospital. 

‘There will be additions or improve- 
ments at the Westminster Hospital; the 
Royal South Hants Hospital, Southamp- 
ton; Leicester General Hospital; Torbay 
Hospital; and the General Hospital, Bir- 
mingham. A new out-patient department 
is to be provided for University College 
Hospital, and for the Bristol Royal In- 
firmary. Provision is also being made 
for alterations necessary on bringing the 
Royal Naval Hospital, Chatham, into 
civilian use. 

‘Large projects in the field of mental 
health include a new psychiatric unit at 
Darlington Memorial Hospital; the first 


phase of a unit for longer-stay mentally 
i!! patients at Crookhill Hall, near Don- 
caster; and additions to the Northgate 
(Morpeth), Royal Earlswood (Redhill), 
and Coldeast (Southampton, Mental 
Deficiency Hospitals. Some adaptations 
of wards and other improvements for the 
accommodation of severely subnormal 
children are to be carried out at Queen 
Mary’s Hospital for Children, Carshalton, 
and a new reception unit, out-patient de- 
partment, and research and teaching unit 
provided at the Fountain Hospital, Toot- 
ing. 


Dental Hospitals 


‘ Last year I informed the House that I 
was considering with the Hospital Boards 
concerned and in the light of advice from 
the University Grants Committee, what 
dental hospital projects should be under- 
taken to increase the output of the dental 
schools, as recommended by the McNair 
Committee on the recruitment of dentists, 
in addition to the new Dental Hospitals 
at University College Hospital and 
Birmingham already in the Government's 
programme. Planning is now proceeding 
on schemes for this purpose at King’s 
College Hospital; the London Hospital; 
and at the dental hospitals at Bristol, 
Newcastle, Leeds and Manchester. 
Development at Liverpool is also being 
considered, and a new dental hospital will 
form part of the new teaching hospital at 
Cardiff for which an architectural com- 
petition is now in progress. 

‘In addition, I am considering various 
other proposals in regard to the planning 
of large projects made to me by Hospital 
Boards, and hope to announce shortly a 
further list of projects on which planning 
may now proceed.’ 

MR. JOHN MACLAY, Secrtary of State for 
Scotland, announced on the same day 
that capital expenditure on hospital build- 
ing in Scotland would be £3.2m. in 1960- 
61 and £3.9m. in 1961-62. While the 
actual level of capital expenditure in the 
succeeding years could not yet be deter- 
mined, he was asking regional boards to 
complete plans for a number of major 
projects for which he hoped it would be 
possible to complete the detailed plan- 
ning in time for building to start by 1962 
or 1963.

Holiday Credit Payments Not Part of Building Wages

LCC v. Henry Boot & Sons, Ltd. 
HOLIDAY CREDIT PAYMENTS made to build- 
ing workers under a national agreement 
were not part of their wages, the House 
of Lords held on November 4. 

The House allowed an appeal by the 
London County Council from a decision 
of the Court of Appeal that Messrs. 
Henry Boot and Sons, Ltd., building con- 
tractors, Ecclesall-road south, Sheffield, 
were entitled to recover from the council 
under three housing contracts of 1952 
and 1953 a total of £1,112 in respect of 


increases in holiday credits payable fol 
lowing the introduction of longer paid 
holidays for workers in the building 
industry. 

It had been stated that because the 
same form of contract had been exten- 
sively used by the LCC in their building 
programme a ‘ very large’ sum of money 
was affected by the appeal. 

VISCOUNT SIMONDS said the contract 
provided for variations in the amounts 
payable as building wages rose or fell. 
The question was whether holiday credits 


Council's Indecision on Planning 
Builders’ Appeal Granted 


A BRIERLEY HILL building firm, William 
Lindley, Ltd., has won an appeal concern- 
ing the failure of Brierley Hill UDC to 
give notice of a decision over an applica- 
tion for permission to build houses on 
15 acres of land at Ashwood House, 
Swindon-road, Kingswinford. 

The appeal was the subject of a public 
inquiry on August 19, when it was stated 
that delay and indecision on the part of 
the local authority had meant that some 
employees of the firm had had to be dis- 
missed. The firm twice applied for per- 
mission to develop the site at Kingswin- 
ford. Each time, the local authority 
failed to give its decision within the 


Statutory period of two months. 
Eventually, the application was turned 
down by the authority, on the ground that 
development of the site would be pre- 
mature until development of land to the 
north-east was complete. 

In his recommendations to _ the 
Minister, the inspector who conducted 
the public inquiry said that subject to 
certain reservations he did not think it 
reasonable to refuse the proposed 
development as premature. It would be 
in keeping with the engineering and estate 
development practice to develop. the 
appeal site before the adjoining land, 
because it was nearer the main sewer. 


Direct Labour, Portsmouth 


City Engineer's Tender for Decorating Accepted 


PORTSMOUTH CITY COUNCIL, after a lively 
discussion, agreed with a recommendation 
of its Health and Housing Committee 
that a tender submitted by the City 
Engineer for the painting of houses and 
flats at Leigh Park should be accepted 
although it was ‘slightly higher’ than 
that quoted by private contractors. The 
reason—* the very high standard of work 
performed by the City Engineer and the 
consequent reduction in supervision.’ 

Moving an amendment that the matter 
be referred back to the Committee to 
consider whether the work should be put 
out to competitive tender, CLLR. c. w. 
STEVENS said he was rather against 
municipalisation, although he had no 
objection to the City Engineer making 
competitive tenders and getting work in 
fair competition with private contractors. 
But when they reached the stage where 
the City Engineer was invited to tender 
and put in a price of £3 10s. per house 
more than the average price of other 
tenderers, and when they were told that, 
in effect, the work of the City Engineer 
was superior to other contractors, ‘ then 
I believe this Council should sit up and 
take notice of what is going on.’ 


Other speakers favoured the recom- 
mendation, pointing out that the City 
Engineer had large staffs to maintain and 
to justify their retention all the time, it 
was desirable that he should have the 
opportunity of tendering for jobs such as 
these. 

The amendment was lost, and the City 
Engineer's tender of £2,654 for the paint- 
ing of 112 houses and flats was accepted.

Papers at the 59th National Conference 


The Changing Scene 
Paper by S. Ineson, OBE 


THE FIFTY-NINTH National Conference 
and Exhibition of the National Housing 
and Town Planning Council was held at 
Blackpool from October 27 to 29. 

Speaking on the subject of housing 
finance, MR. S. INESON, OBE, FSAA, Said 
that through the last one hundred years 
housing had been one of the most urgent 
and gravest of the social problems con- 
fronting this country. Local authorities 
and private enterprise are the principal 
providers of new houses and over the 
past 40 years the former have made the 
major contribution of houses to let. 

He continued: The present policy of 
the Government is to use all available 
sources to provide accommodation re- 
quired to house the people. There are 
144 million dwellings in England and 
Wales, 94 million of which are rented; 
4; million owner-occupied. Of the 94 
million rented houses 34 million are 
owned by local authorities and this num- 
ber is increasing every year as slum 
clearance schemes are carried out. 
Housing is the major service carried out 
by local authorities and Housing Com- 
mittees have a great responsibility as they 
manage assets worth £5,000 million or 
more. Housing is therefore a very impor- 
tant business enterprise and must be con- 
ducted with due regard to the financial 
effect on the taxpayer, the ratepayer and 
the tenant. It speaks well for their ini- 
tiative and their flexibility that local 
authorities have been able to erect 34 
million houses in 30 years (excluding the 
two wars). This figure will increase pro- 
gressively and in 10 years’ time will prob- 
ably be approaching five million. We do 
not know what the next 50 or 100 years 
have; in sore for us; in the year 2000 per- 
haps some local authority houses will fall 
to be dealt with as slum clearance. 


The New Towns Bill appears to have 
discarded the original intention to trans- 
fer the estates created by Development 
Corporations to local authorities and one 
wonders if this is a straw in the wind. 
I have endeavoured to emphasise some 
of the financial problems that inevitably 
arise in creating and administering a ser- 
vice which represents a goodly portion of 
national investment and which has cost 
over £5,000 million to create; a service 
which each year spends about £500 mil- 
lion on capital and revenue account: 
which collects from their tenants £180 
million in net rents and which houses one- 
quarter of the population. It is, I think, 
a good time for each local authority to 
stand back and look critically at this ser- 
vice we have created, not with a view to 
criticising for criticism’s sake but in an 
endeavour to ensure that we are building 
the right type of accommodation for the 
future at the lowest cost and that the 


administration of this service is also being 
carried out in the most economical way. 

We have gained vast experience; are 
we learning from it and giving the advan- 
tages of our learning to others? There 
is a lot to be done in this direction—we 
must never forget that someone has to 
pay for the schemes we create and pro- 
duce and that notwithstanding subsidies, 
the whipping boy is the tenant. The 
acceleration of the related housing activi- 
ties of improvement grants and home 
ownership can indeed help to solve our 
housing problems and the tendency ‘of 
local authorities to relegate these activi- 
ties to the background should be avoided. 


Improving Old Houses 


Paper by ]. P. Macey, FRICS 


THE MINISTRY of Housing and Local 
Government's scheme for the improve- 
ment of old houses by the provision of 
grants has not received the response 
expected. Progress has been very slow 
and only 35,000 applications are made 
each year. 

A paper on this question and the 
House Purchase and Housing Act of 
1959 was given by Mr. J. P. Macey. 
FRICS, PPIHsg. He said that many local 
authorities would welcome the introduc- 
tion of standard grants for their own 
houses because they had the problem of 
dwellings built in the 1920s (and even in 
the 1930s) which have never had all the 
amenities laid down in the scale.

Hitherto they had faced a problem where 
the cost of modernisation, if borne 
entirely by the tenant would have 
involved a rent increase out of propor- 
tion to the value of the house as a whole. 

They will welcome, too, the new basis 
for grants for improvements or conver- 
sion of the local authorities’ own houses. 
Another minor benefit is the abolition of 
the requirement that these provisions 
apply only to dwellings in the Housing 
Revenue Account, he continued. 

I feel also that most authorities will 
welcome the new standard grants for 
privately owned houses. This type of 
minor improvement can be carried out 
speedily and with little structural altera- 
tion and hence it should not absorb an 
undue proportion of building trade 
labour, while at the same time such 
grants can produce very valuable results 
in improving all our stock of inter- 
mediate houses. 

Reactions to the changes with regard to 
grants for the conversion or major 
improvement of privately-owned houses 
are more difficult to assess at this stage. 
Obviously, not all councils will welcome 
the easing of the conditions with regard 
to resale and rental limits. 

The explanation for the low number of 
applications for grant may, therefore, be 
twofold. In the first place, many owners 
may find that they can produce a better 
financial picture for themselves by pro- 
ceeding independently than if they 
applied for grant, while at the same time 
they retain complete freedom from the 
conditions. 

The second reason for tne tow numoer 
of applications seems to be sheer inertia 
on the part of landlords, owner-occupiers

and tenants. One cannot help wondering 
whether this inertia is (a) absolute, i.e., 
incapable of being overcome by any 
reasonable scale of inducements, or (b) 
whether it is marginal, i.e., some change 
in the pattern or conditions of grant to 
bring in a flood of applications from 
people who are now hesitating over the 
question of whether it will be worth their 
while to make some effort to improve or 
convert their properties. 

In most of our big cities and boroughs 


our efforts at the present time are very 
much concentrated on slum clearance 
and the provision of new houses for that 
purpose and to relieve overcrowding. We 
are concerned not only with the physical 
difficulty of providing an adequate num- 
ber of houses but also with the very 
serious financial problem of keeping our 
Housing Revenue Account in balance 
without throwing too great a burden on 
the ratepayer or increasing rents to an 
unreasonable level. 


New Materials for Housing 


By Dr. R. W. Nurse, DSc, FinstP 


AS THE TITLE IMPLIES, my talk* is re- 
stricted to new materials of interest only 
in the field of house building. It will 
be convenient to follow roughly the 
order of construction, starting with the 
carcase and following on with finishes, fit- 
tings and decoration. A few words should 
first be said about the general problem 
of assessing new materials, particularly 
with regard to durability. The methods 
and principles employed at the Building 
Research Station are of interest. 


There is litthe new to be said about 
foundations and general concreting work. 
The use of ready mixed concrete is in- 
creasing and in some areas this may be 
offered with a proportion of pulverised 
fuel ash incorporated. In difficult soil 
conditions sulphate resisting Portland 
cement may be specified; a British man- 
facturer is now producing supersulphated 
cement. Polythene sheeting is used to 
separate concrete floors from contami- 
nated soil and may be carried through as 
a damp-proof membrane. Many other 
uses can be cited for polythene sheet. 


The majority of housing is still 
carried out in brickwork and the house- 
builder should be interested in the 
designs of large, hollow, perforated clay 
bricks produced by the Building Research 
Station. These are  through-the-wall 
units gvhich give a substantial saving in 
bricklayers’ time and in the cost of mor- 
tar and wall ties. Thermal insulation is 
better than for a normal ll-in. cavity 
and the appearance of facing brickwork 
is retained. 


For mortar preparation, mortar plasti- 
cisers are now well established; in 
masonry cement the  pplasticiser is 
already incorporated. Sulphate resisting 
cement is valuable if sulphate expansion 
of brickwork is feared. Ready-mixed 
lime mortar is a convenience in many 
districts. 

Very pleasant effects are achieved by 
the restrained use of strongly coloured 
areas of masonry, both indoors and out- 
side. Glazed clay bricks are available, 
but are expensive. A good range of 
modern colours can be obtained with

sand /lime or concrete bricks or with con- 
crete blocks specially coloured and faced 
or split to show the inner texture. 
Low-pitch roofs are fashionable and 
care must be exercised in selecting 
durable tiles. Felt roofs should preferably 
be protected by mineral dressings. Very 
recently plastics sheeting has come for- 
ward for roofing, and plastics rainwater 
goods and guttering. When plastics are 
used outdoors they must be formulated 
to withstand the effect of ultra-violet 
light, leaching by rainwater and alternate 
thermal expansion and _ contraction. 
Nevertheless, rainwater goods which do 
not need constant redecoration, whether 
of plastics, asbestos ceinent or vitreous- 
enamelled ware, would be welcomed by 
house owners.

increasingly used 
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While it is right that most of our time 
and attention should be devoted to these 
very pressing problems, I feel sure you 
will agree that it is worthwhile turning 
aside for an hour or two to consider the 
fate of this very large group of four mil- 
lion intermediate houses. The question 
of whether they slide rapidly downhill or 
whether they can be made to 
dwellings of a good standard for a sub 
stantial period of years will affect the 
housing problem for many years to come.

available which can be driven securely 
into most walling. The problem of tile- 
fixing may be helped by the use of 
adhesive mastics, but this method re 
quires the wall to be prepared smooth and 
true to receive the tiles. A cleamable 
finish may be obtained more cheaply in 
kitchens by the use of plastics sheeting. 

Kitchen floors present a difficult prob 
lem and one good solution is linoleum 
tiles. Thermoplastic tiles are popular and 
other plastics floor finishes are available. 
Many of the newer paint formulations 
offered are more suitable for the do-it- 
yourself handyman than the craftsman. 
For work surfaces and built-in fittings 
melamine plastics sheeting gives satisfac- 
tion. 

Polythene or copper tubing is increas 
ingly used for plumbing; there are some 
problems. Baths and fittings are also 
offered in various plastics. Small-bore 
heating systems have advantages in neat- 
ness and ease of fitting pipework.

Whole-House Heating 


By J]. B. Dick, MA, BSc 


BFFORE the war, if central heating* were 
to be provided in a house, the system 
which was usually installed consisted of 
hot water radiators with natural gravity 
circulation from a central boiler. 

Since the war, many other forms of 
central heating have been developed and 
the user now requires to choose from a 
fairly wide selection. Each system has 
its own particular characteristics and it 
is often difficult to choose which is the 
most suitable. Many factors come into 
the choice: for instance capital costs and 
subsequent running costs, cleanliness, 
speed of response of the system, ease of 
control and the indoor climate provided. 

It is proposed to concentrate on two 
of these aspects, viz., the running costs 
and the type of indoor climate provided. 

The starting point in estimating run- 
ning cost is the cost of delivering a given 
amount of heat into the house. Compara- 
tive costs need to be worked out locally, 
and typical figures are discussed by the 
speaker. Assumptions regarding efficien- 
cies of boilers, and allowances for extra 
heat losses into ground floors are given, 
leading to estimates of annual running 


costs with different 

As regards the indoor climate 
different heating systems, two main 
aspects are considered. First, that if 
there is too much heat loss from occu- 
pants by radiation to cold walls or win- 
dows, it may be difficult to obtain real 
comfort. Second, that if the heating 
system causes temperatures at head level 
to be considerably higher than at floor 
level, discomfort can arise. The per- 
formance of modern heating systems, 
such as warm-air, radiators, skirting 
heaters and floor heating are examined in 
these terms.

Health Service Act. The building forms a hollow square round a central 
courtyard.

The east wing comprises child 
welfare services and the west wing is divided into six medical suites.

heating. This is thermostatically controlled and designed to maintain 
against an outside temperature of 25°F. the following inside temperatures: 
surgeries, recovery and X-ray rooms 70°F.; passages and _ lavatories 
60°F.; kitchen 52°F.; other rooms 65°F. Electrical intake is “off peak” and 
available between 7 p.m. and 7 a.m., and 11 a.m. and 3 p.m. 


Loadings Total loading amounts to 262 kW and is designed for off-peak operation. 
This load comprises 232 kW embedded in the concrete floors and 30 kW 
in concealed wall panels. The total floor area of the building is 35,000 sq. ft. 


A variet oO oor nishes tested Floor finishes laid were: wood block, cork tile, thermoplastic, mastic 
y if fl fi asphalt, Caithness stone slabs and terrazzo. All these have given very 
satisfactory service under heated floor conditions. 


Results The installation has been running for over five years and the average annual 
consumption for floor warming purposes is 418,960 units costing £1,400. 
Thermograph records were taken during the winter 1955/56. These 
show that when, in February 1956, the mean daily outside temperature 
was 22.6°F., the maximum drop in inside temperature during the cut-off 
period was only 2.6°F. Even under these extreme conditions the internal 
air temperature did not fall below 60°F.

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City Adopts Barbican Scheme 


Private Building Move Rejected by Court 


THE REPORT of the Barbican Committee 
on the re-development of the Barbican 
Area, a scheme costing £20,521,700, was 
adopted by the Court of Common Coun- 
cil of the City of London, at a special 
meeting at the Guildhall, on November 
1]. The report included four recommen- 
dations: 

That the scheme submitted by Messrs. 
Chamberlin, Powell and Bon, architects, 
for the creation of a residential neigh- 
bourhood in the Barbican Area _ be 
approved in principle. 

That the scheme be carried out by the 
Corporation. 

That it be referred back to the Barbi- 
can Committee to carry out the scheme 
in consultation with the Improvements 
and Town Planning, Streets, Police, 
Library, City of London Schools, Music 
and any other committees concerned, the 
Barbican Committee reporting their 
recommendations from time to time. 

That the Barbican Committee be 
authorised to negotiate in respect of the 
covering or re-siting of the Metropolitan 
Railway between Moorgate and Alders- 
gate-street stations. removal of the Red- 
cross-street fire station, British Railways 
parcels depot, and London Electricity 
Board Transformer station; and to take 
any other preliminary steps necessary. 

The Court heavily defeated a proposal 
from SIR SIDNEY FOX that the report be 
adopted in principle, but that all build- 
ings, other than schools and the like, 
should be erected by private enterprise. 

Introducing the report, MR. ERIC WIL 
KINS, chairman of the Barbican Commit- 
tee, said that by an act of faith our fore- 
bears had secured for all London its great 
lung Epping Forest and the re- 
development of the Barbican would 
secure for the City a new heart. 


‘A Unique Scheme’ 

The re-development was unique not 
only in this country but in the world, in 
that it sought to bring back into the heart 
of a city a lost population. 

‘If we succeed in creating a genuine 
residential neighbourhood within the 
City we shall demonstrate that it is not 
only possible to renew the decaying 
centres of our cities, but to do so in a way 
which will enable people to live near their 
work, and so reduce daily travel,’ he said. 

Mr. Wilkins added that since last May 
the list of applicants for flats in the Bar 
bican had risen to over one thousand. 

Shortly after the publication of the 
architect’s report several approaches were 
made to the Corporation by private 
property interests as potential developers. 

‘Two factors emerged,’ he said. ‘* They 
were unanimous in their approval of the 
scheme itself and, most significant of all, 
they foresaw an economic return.’ 

Mr. Wilkins said that it might be 
thought that the provision for garages 


under the scheme—2.205 spaces-—was 
excessive, but ‘the internal combustion 
engine was designed to carry a man faster 
than he could walk. It has carried him 
faster than he has been able to plan, and 
before long, as the Duke of Edinburgh 
recently observed, “It will soon be 
quicker to go by foot.”’ The future 
development of the motor car would 
almost inevitably lead to its increased 
segregation from pedestrian traffic. 


He went on: * The Barbican area has 
lain derelict for 20 years and loan 
charges on it now run at £117,500 a year. 
The proposed re-development has 
evoked the most favourable public 
response and the highest commendation 
in the technical Press.’ 

Introducing his amendment, sir SIDNEY 
FOX suggested that if the Corporation 
undertook the job themselves they would 
lose all planning control to the London 
County Council. 


Overhead Footways 


MR. RICHARD WHITTINGTON, who opposed 
the amendment, drew a_ distinction 
between handing over the development, 
and the ‘farming out’ of the estate 
management. To hand over to private 
enterprise bits of development which 
would pay, and for the Corporation to 
keep those parts which would not pay, 
would be folly. 

MR. CHESTER BARRATT, who also spoke 
against the amendment, suggested that 
parts of the scheme might well be de 
veloped privately rather than publicly 
a hotel for instance. 

Winding up the debate, MR. WILKINS 
said that if the Corporation allowed pri 
vate enterprise to carry out the scheme 
they would be in danger of losing the 
cream of the re-development area and 
being left with the skim milk. 

Earlier the Council had debated pro 
posals for overhead footways on the com 
mercial fringe of the Barbican area 
Route 11. 


SIR SIDNEY FOX, opposing them, said 


that the argument in their favour was 
safety to pedestrians. Yet last year not 
a single City resident had been killed in 
a motor accident. The erection of high 
level footways was therefore the solution 
t. a problem which did not, in fact, exist. 

He drew attention to a report on the 
difficulties of maintaining overhead foot- 
ways, and said, ‘ There is only one point 
on which all experts are in agreement 
that you must completely exclude pedes- 
trians from road level. Expert opinion, 
including the Commissioner of Police, is 
that you cannot do it.’ 

Sir Sidney said that since the proposals 
were first mooted in !956 he had obtained 
practical experience of the working of 
these overhead footways, particularly in 
Coventry. 

‘The authorities of Coventry admitted 
that so far as their City was concerned 
they had had a very great disappoint- 
ment,’ he said. ‘On the morning I was 
there the ground level was crowded, and 
upstairs about half a dozen children were 
playing games. The shops on the upper 
level were deserted.’ 

MR. RICHARD WHITTINGTON, who 
opposed the amendment, commented: 
‘The whole thing is a good conception 
and the bigger the area, the better. If 
the whole City could be separated with 
elevated footways, there would be no 
objection to it.’ 

The amendment that the Court should 
not adopt the principle of high level foot 
ways in the commercial fringe was lost.

British Standards 


Soft Solders (BS 219 : 1959) 


THIS REVISED PUBLICATION, price 4s., 
includes the requirements for the ten 
grades of soft solder for general use speci- 
fied in the 1949 edition, together with re- 
quirements for four additional solders 
*N’ and ‘H’ which had been included 
in an earlier edition of the standard,"V’ 
which is identical with a solder specified 
in BS 441 ‘ Rosin cored solder wire,’ and 
*R,’ a non-antimonial version of solder

Requirements relating to three solders 
for service at higher temperatures which 


were previously referred to in an Appen- 
dix, now appear in Section Three of the 
standard. These solders have been desig- 
nated by their maximum tin content fol- 
lowed by a letter indicating the major 
alloying element, to distinguish them 
from the solders for general use, which 
are designated by letters as in the earlier 
edition.

‘BUILDING IN NORTH AMERICA’ was the 
subject of a talk given by MR. Ww. TOMP- 
KINS, FIOB, to Manchester members of 
the Institute of Builders, on October 20, 
the main text of which is reproduced 
below. Mr. H. S. Oddie, Past-President, 
IoB, was in the chair. Mr. Tompkins 
said: 

I have not specifically divided North 
America into USA and Canada because 
fundamentally the trade and customs are 
so similar, although the climatic condi- 
tions and rates of pay vary considerably 
from State to State, as well as between 
the two countries. As an instance, in 
New York, craftsmen’s rate is about 
$4.30 per hour (30s.) and labourers $2.80 
(20s.). whilst in Edmonton, Alberta, it is 
about $3.00 (21s.) for craftsmen and $2.40 
(17s.) for labourers. 

In many areas, building can be termed 
* seasonable.’ In the northern parts, work 
generally ceases from the end of October 
until March, unless the job is ‘ closed in.’ 
Even then the work must be kept in tem- 
peratures at which men can work and 
materials can be used. The temperature 
has been known to drop to 60°F below 
zero (92° frost) on the plains in exposed 
conditions and a keen wind usually 
causes 1° drop per mile of velocity. 

Whilst on this rather chilly subject, I 
think mention should be made of ‘ frost 
heave,” or the movement in the ground 
due to the freezing of the moisture con- 
tent. This is considerable in the northern 
regions and must be taken seriously. 
Foundations need to be taken down to a 
depth at which this heave does not 
operate. Many of the failures recently 
experienced in the construction of refrig- 
eration plant and cold storage buildings 
in the UK have been through the inability 
to appreciate the very severe movement 
which can take place when moist ground 
is subjected to intense cold. 

The low temperatures affect the 
methods of construction and this is par- 
ticularly evident in the domestic dwelling 
where due to the necessity of having 
foundations fairly deep (5 ft.) and the 
need to utilise machines to the full, all 
houses are designed with large basements 
(usually excavated by a scraper in a day 
or two) constructed of concrete. which 
contain a laundry, heating apparatus and 
a games room and/or cocktail bar. 

I think at this stage it would be as well 
if I reverted to the sequence of events 
and general methods, and in order that 
you may have the proper perspective I 
think I had better give you a little detail 
as to procedure. 

There are, generally speaking, two 
methods, the first being where the client 
invites ‘package’ bids from a _ few 
(usually three or four) selected contrac- 
tors for the whole project. The client 
would give an indication of the floor area 
and other general particulars of the 
building he requires (prepared by his 
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staff architect and works engineers) and 
the contractors would prepare sketch 
plans, drawings and general details, 
quantities (which they would not dis- 
close) and would give an overall lump 
sum tender on this basis. 

The second method approximates 
more closely to the English style, 
whereby the client appoints an architect 
who prepares his drawings in great 
detail (the time usually taken for this is 
anything from six months to two years 
according to the size of the project). The 
architect will then insert in the appro- 
priate trade journals or the Press, an 
invitation for contractors, who have 
carried out similar buildings, to submit 
a bid, on the understanding that they will 
be prepared to submit with their tender 
a bid bond (from an appropriate insur- 
ance house) or certified cheque, for any- 
thing between 5 to 10 per cent of the 
likely contract figure; such a bond or 
cheque being forfeit upon improper 
withdrawal of the bid. 

This usually results in anything from 
10 to 12 contractors applying for the 
tender documents. These documents, 
often 200 to 300 pages in length, include 
a very comprehensive specification, and 
complete detailed drawings of every sort 
and description including bending 
schedules, door and window schedules, 
plumbing layout, electrical runs, etc. 
(often 500 to 600 drawings). 

I think it is true to say that there is 
sufficient information at this stage to con- 
struct the project without another draw- 
ing, unless it is brought about by the 
varying site conditions or some change 
of mind by the client. 

At the same time as the architect pro- 
vides the builder with these drawings, 
etc., he deposits with the builders’ 
exchange (a sort of small local LMBA) 
another set of documents to which all 
sub-contractors have access when making 
their estimate. 


The Fun Starts! 


Now the fun starts! In some three 
weeks the builder has to take off quanti- 
ties from the documents he has, obtain 
prices for his materials and prepare his 
estimate. 

It is fair to state that normally he 
would have to take off such items as exca- 
vator, concretor, reinforcement, form- 
work, brickwork and partitions, second 
fixing of joinery, etc., etc. The prices 
for the remaining work he will 
obtain from the sub-contractors. He 
will also contact and obtain from 
the building exchange a list of 
sub-contractors who are __ interested. 
The quotations are usually lump sums 
for particular trades and are not given 
(for fear of the information getting back 
to their competitors) until some quarter 
tu one hour before submission of the 
tender. This results in a last minute 


scramble to complete the tender by the 
main contractor—often with disastrous 
consequences. I have heard of a case 
where the estimator left out the plasterer, 
valued at some $70,000 (about £25,000). 

I know some of you will wonder what 
the main contractor’s own quantities are 
like and to what extent labours, if any. 
are measured by them. Broadly speaking, 
the contractor’s estimator surveyor does 
his taking off on a card or sheet ruled 
out with columns for length, breadth, 
width dimensions, and other rulings, 
which, when complete can be handled by 
the comptometers who will extend and 
tctal each column. On the same card or 
sheet will be other columns for the inser- 
tion of prices for units of labour, material 
and plant, etc. all of which is posted to 
a summary and an addition made for 
insurance or overheads, together with 
an overall percentage (usually very small) 
for profit. 

Reverting to the question of labours, 
few, if any, would be measured. The 
estimator with all the drawings in front 
of him would usually adjust his labour 
rate if, for example, the brickwork con- 
tained a large number of openings and in 
consequence a greater amount of plumb- 
ing angle than was thought normal. It 
is usual for all the sub-contractors to per- 
form all their own attendance. holes, 
chases, making good, etc., and this cer- 
tainly saves a multitude of items. 

In addition to those items normally 
sub-let in the UK, sub-contractors would 
more often than not let the following: 
Excavation, drainage, steel reinforce- 
ments, joinery (very few contractors have 
joiners’ shops) and painting and glazing. 
Having completed his estimate, or bid, 
as it is called, the contractor dashes 
round to the architect’s office, where at 
the prescribed time all bids received are 
opened in front of the assembled 
builders. 

There has been a lot of talk in Eng- 
land recently about reverting to the pre- 
war habit of opening tenders in front of 
builders and I am not certain if this is 
always good for the nerves. It often 
happens that your tender is the first 
opened, and shall we say it is for 
$1,000,000. The next opened is for 
$1,400,000 and you wonder what dread- 
ful mistake you have made, especially 
when the following two are between 
$1,200,000 and $1,300,000. You begin to 
feel certain that there is an error when 
the fourth is opened at $1,200,000 but you 
feel a little better when the next one is 
$1,150,000. This goes on until the last 
ene proves to be $999.950, by which time 
the anti-climax is complete. I personally 
send somebody else to take down figures, 
so that I can have the bad news in one 
dese. So much for procedure; now for 
more general information. 

Problems encountered range from

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cities to getting your own materials in 
more outlandish spots. There are many 
places where you cannot get materials, 
other than by rivers or snow sledges, and 
in many instances the work has to be 
completed before the snow comes. Whilst 
on this point, I should mention that it 
is quite usual for workmen to travel long 
distances (sometimes 1,000 miles or 
more) to take work on a contract in 
the north where they know they can 
work 60-80 hours a week for say eight 
months of the year. They then spend 
three or four months vacation in Cali- 
fornia. 

One of the most popular and widely used 
materials is undoubtedly timber. By 
comparison with other materials it is 
cheap. It costs about $1.00 (7s.) per ft. 
cube against 10s. in the UK. But the real 
measure of timber economy is that in 
North America it costs $1.00 per foot 
cube against a craftsman’s rate of $3.00 
to $4.00 per hour. That is, timber is 
per ft. cube } to } of a craftsman’s hourly 
rate. In the UK timber cost per ft. cube 
is twice the craftsman’s hourly rate. 
Of course timber has a drawback as 
far as fire risk is concerned, which in 
North America is about 30 times that 
of England. 

Architects, engineers and builders alike 
are constantly designing and construct- 
ing their buildings with the high costs 
of labour in mind and it is not unusual 
to see buildings with four or five floors 
of timber formwork laid to receive con- 
crete, despite the fact that this may mean 
only two uses for the timber. 

Framed buildings are constructed more 
often in structural steel with light lat- 
tice joists supporting a form of corru- 
gated steel decking, which is left in 
position when the concrete is poured. 
Prefabrication, particularly on tall sky- 
scrapers, is used to a marked extent. 


No Guaranteed Time 

There is no guaranteed time or week’s 
notice to the men, and usually there are 
more men wanting work than jobs for 
them. This in itself is a spur towards 
increased output and more speedy con- 
struction. It is not unusual for a brick- 
layer on the exterior of a very tall build- 
ing to know very little else about the 
work other than the pier on which he is 
working; the suspended scaffolding is 
raised at a predetermined rate per hour, 
the bricklayer being forced to maintain 
that progress, or alternatively work in a 
very uncomfortable position. 

Generally speaking the attitude of the 
unions differs very much from the UK. 
Ic is possible to obtain both labourers and 
craftsmen for less than the union rate. 
The unions approach the employer on the 
understanding that if union men are 
employed, the unions will see that their 
members produce a greater output than 
the non-union labourer. This is one 
reason for the relatively cheaper build- 
ing cost in North America. 

As you will undoubtedly ask me a num- 
ber of questions, I will try to give you 
a little more general information: 

1. It must be understood that the laws 
and statutes, conditions, and pay vary 
considerably, not only between Canada 
and America, but from state to state.

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2. There is a very large measure of 
pre-planning and a greater awareness of 
the need for economic building. 

3. Wages are very good but the work 
is hard (it is not unusual for men in the 
builders’ offices to work a great deal of 
overtime without additional reward- 
except perhaps some sandwiches at mid- 
night). I have known occasions when 
work has gone on for 24 hours or more 
continuously. 

4. In Canada it is said that the popu- 
lation will double itself in the next 15 
years. 

5. Competition is very keen and there 
is seasonal unemployment, which is 
sometimes heavy. 

6. The car problem in some cities is 
worse than in the UK. There are some 
isolated towns (Los Angeles is one) where 
the number of cars approaches a little 
over one per two persons of the popula- 
tion—this is unusual and is mostly in 
places of extreme wealth, the average 
being one car to every three of the popu- 
lation and one commercial vehicle to 
every 15 of the population. There are 
at the moment 71,000,000 private vehicles 
in the USA. This ratio, in the UK would 
mean something like 18,000,000 vehicles 
instead of 4,000,000 at present. 

7. Parking. This is very difficult in 
the centre of the towns and it is not 
unusual to find charges for parking in 
garages whech amount to as much as $2 
to $3 per day. In tendering one has to 
allow in certain areas for providing plugs 
and power into which workmen can plug 
a lead to feed a little heater inside the 
car bonnet placed under rugs in the 
extremely cold weather.

Woodworm and Dry Rot Centre 
Reopens 


THE NUMBER of visitors together with the 
steadily increasing volume of written 
inquiries received at the Woodworm and 
Dry Rot Centre has compelled them to 
move to larger and more convenient 
premises at 16 Dover-street, W1. 

On the occasion of this move the 
centre invited a selected audience to 
view the premises and to see two films. 
rhe first, ‘ The Challenge,’ dealt with the 
problem of rat infestation. It was pre- 
sented clearly and easily and was far 
from being too technical. During the 
course of the film it was revealed that 
rats cause £30m. worth of damage each 
year, a startling sum. The second film. 
‘A Home for Sale,’ showed the increas- 
ing danger of woodworm, and how it 
should be treated. Of 134m. homes in 
this country 80 per cent suffer from 
some form of timber decay. 

The free advice service of the centre 
to help householders and professional 
men in the identification and treatment 
of insect and fungal decay remains 
unchanged, but the exhibition showing all 
types of timber infestations has been 
improved and modernised. Technical 
staff are on hand for consultation. 


The new premises house special 
exhibits covering all aspects of domestic 
and industrial pest control, fly and weed 
control, fumigation and fruit crop spray- 
ing. The exhibits have been designed by 
Mr. Claude Atkinson. The Director is 
Mr. S. R. Gauntlett. 





Post Office Building 


DURING 1958-59 Post Office capital ex- 
penditure on sites and buildings amounted 
to £11.5m. compared with £13.3m. the 
previous year, states the Post Office re- 
port for 1958-59, published as a White 
Paper. 

Construction was started on 141 build- 
ings; 48 of these were for the postal and 
69 for the telephone services, while 24 
were for engineering depots and work- 
shops and other engineering establish- 
ments. Work was progressing on 82 
other new buildings or extensions to 
existing buildings. Some 160 major 
_ building schemes were completed, includ- 
ing head post offices at Crawley and 
Exeter, telephone exchanges at Crawley, 
Dundee and Leicester and a telephone 
manager's office for London East area. 

The report states that a joint Post 
Office-Ministry of Works research and 
development group was formed in 1957 
to find ways of getting better value for 
money spent on post office buildings, con- 
sistent with efficiency and good neigh- 
bourliness. In 1958-59 it was engaged 
mainly on planning three buildings on 
these principles—a 10,000 line automatic 
telephone exchange for Altrincham, a 
head post office for Hitchin and an engi- 
neering depot for Plymouth. 

‘ These examples have shown,’ adds the 
report, ‘ that very substantial savings can 
be achieved by a closely co-ordinated 
approach to the problem of building de- 
sign, by the most careful planning and, 
in the case of telephone exchanges, by 
taking fullest advantage of current de- 
velopments in telecommunications engi- 
neering.’ , 

A Money Bill to provide further funds 
from the Exchequer to finance Post Office 
capital expenditure is to be introduced. 
This new Biil is based on the assumption 
that between January, 1960, and the 
middle of 1962 the Post Office will spend 
£270m. in all forms of capital expendi- 
ture. 


Caravans as Homes 


THE REPORT ‘ Caravans as Homes,’ by Sir 
Arton Wilson on his investigations into 
residential caravans was published on 
November 5 (Cmd. 872, HMSO, price 
5s.), and MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, in a 
written reply that day, stated: ‘I am 
already considering the policy questions 
involved and shall be consulting the local 
authority associations and other interests 
concerned. I will make a further state- 
ment as soon as possible.’ 

There were about 60000 caravan 
homes in England and Wales, stated the 
report, occupied by about 150,000 people. 
These numbers were not likely to 
diminish in the near future. Local 
authorities had reported about 3,000 con- 
travening sites containing nearly 10.000 
people. Planning control enforcement 
was ‘ difficult and cumbersome.’ 
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The Week in Parliament 


From Our Own Correspondent 


To the extent that ordinary new 
dwellings were strictly limited in a green 
belt, so also, in the view of most local 
authorities, should residential caravan 
sites. It was realised that the current 
scale of restrictiveness could hardly 
make local authorities popular with those 
interested in caravanning but local 
aut@orities felt they had little alterna- 
tive if the green belts were not to be 
steadily whittled away. The situation 
in Surrey was an outstanding example. 
Even outside green belts, a common 
reason for refusing permission was the 
harmful effect that a residential caravan 
site in a particular area might have on 
the character and amenities of the sur- 
rounding area. 


Local authorities believed, said the 
report, that the aim of public policy 
should be to reduce caravan-living to a 
minimum by increased and more diver- 
sified housing provision in the areas 
where it was most needed. They believed 
it to be essential that their powers of 
control and enforcement both in public 
health and planning should be 
strengthened very considerably, and in 
such a way as to help to deal effectively 
with holiday caravans, too. 


The Loca! Employment 
Bill 


THE LOCAL EMPLOYMENT BILL, details of 
which were outlined in ‘ The Builder * of 
November 6, received a second reading 
after a two-day debate ending on Novem- 
ber 10. Many MPs maintained that the 
Government would have to use their 
powers vigorously and effectively if the 
Bill was to be a success in any way. 


There were constant appeals for 
improved road communications in various 
part of the country, and Labour members 
in particular focused attention on the 
congestion in the Greater London and 
Midlands conurbations urging a curb on 
the granting of IDCs in these localities. A 
notable and warmly welcomed contribu- 
tion to the debate in a maiden speech 
was made by MR. A. P. COSTAIN, who 
hoped his experience of 25 years as an 
executive director in a firm of civil 
engineering contractors, might be of some 
benefit. He supported the Bill and asked 
that it be given very liberal interpreta- 
tion. 


Moving the second reading, MR. REGI- 
NALD MAUDLING, President of the Board 
of Trade, said no Government had yet 
had the power to direct industry. The 
IDC prevented growth of congestion in 
areas already congested. By preventing 
people going to those areas it gave them 
a shove in the direction in which they 
wanted to see them go—to areas of sub- 
stantial local unemployment. In itself 
that was not enough. There must be 
inducements. The Bill ensured that all 
the powers of assistance with local 


employment problems would be available 
for all the localities, without distinction, 
that fell within the ambit of the Bill. 


Explaining the new building grant of 
85 per cent of the difference between the 
notional cost of constructing the fac- 
tory in the unemployment area and the 
current market value of the factory when 
constructed, Mr. Maudling said it was 
rather similar to the concept of imposing 
a rent based on market value than on the 
cost of construction of a Board of Trade 
factory. 

The figure of 85 per cent rather than 
100 per cent had been fixed to take 
account principally of the intangible 
benefits which would certainly flow from 
owning rather than renting a factory. The 
calculation was based not on the actual 
cost of the factory when constructed but 
on the cost of a standard factory in the 
area. 

MR. DOUGLAS JAY Said the two keys to 
the whole campaign were the restraint of 
over-development in Great London and 
some other congested areas and the build- 
ing of Government-financed factories 
freely in the areas of unemployment. 


MR. ALBERT COSTAIN, in his maiden 
speech, pleaded for a broad-minded view 
to be taken of the issue of IDCs for small 
factories. If they were to shut down new 
industrial development it was like putting 
a tourniquet on the industrial artery of a 
district. The best benefit which could be 
caused by the Bill would be the rapid 
erection of factories. With conditions 
to-day as they were he was sorry to say 
that lack of communications between 
clients, architects, contractors and local 
authorfties was holding up developments. 
Those MPs who had read the report of 
the Ministry of Works to the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects would have 
read that the average time to-day to 
design and start the erection of a building 
was 20 months. It was quite recently 
that they used to complete a building in 
20 months and if they did not they 
thought they had done a bad job. The 
number of regulations caused by town 
and country planning and the like caused 
delays. 

It would be a good idea if one Govern- 
ment Department could co-ordinate a 
whole lot of other departments and be 
what the building industry called a 
‘slasher,’ the man who could press for 
early completion. That would very much 
help the proceedings under the Bill.

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Housing Subsidies and 
Slum Clearance 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, questioned for the 
first time in the new session, was asked 
by MR. CHARLES ROYLE on November 10 
to amend the Housing Subsidy Act to 
enable local authorities more easily to 
build accommodation for cases other 
than slum clearance. 

Said MR. BROOKE.— Nearly all local 
authorities are quite able to build houses 
for letting at reasonable rents without 
further assistance from the Exchequer, 
provided that they give the benefit of 
subsidy only to those tenants who need 
it, and only to the extent of their need. 
Special assistance is already available for 
authorities who cannot provide urgently 
needed accommodation without charging 
unreasonably high rents or placing an un- 
reasonable burden on the rates.’ 

MR. ROYLE Said the reply was *‘ complete 
boloney.’ In a city like Salford experi- 
ence had proved that it was almost impos- 
sible to build houses for rent for the sick, 
the overcrowded and young married 
couples, because of the concentration on 
slum clearance under the Act. 

MR. BROOKE said he would advise 
Salford City Council to examine care- 
fully the rents charged on _ existing 
houses as had been done by many local 
authorities of all politial colours. 


Clean Air Progress 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, the new Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, received a_ cordial 
welcome when answering questions for 
the first time on November 10. Giving a 
progress report on action under the Clean 
Air Act he said: 

‘The Clean Air Act is now fully opera- 
tive. The effectiveness of the various 
measures taken under it will be cumula- 
tive. The powers given to local authori- 
ties to create smoke control areas are 
adequate, but the Minister would like 
them used more energetically. In 
England and Wales 104 smoke control 
orders were in operation at the end of 
October, 69 others had been confirmed, 
and a further 59 had been submitted for 
confirmation. Smokeless zones can be 
established only under local Acts. Out 
of some 300 local authorities in the black 
areas, 183 have so far submitted five-year 
programmes.’ 

He added, in answer to 
questions, that many local authorities 
had achieved what could only be 
described as satisfactory progress bearing 
in mind that the Beaver Committee spoke 
of probably 10 to 15 years being needed 
to achieve clean air throughout the black 
areas. There were many problems in 
achieving clean air. The Minister was 
considering all these and other reasons 
and how best to achieve progress.

Other Business 


MR. FRANK ALLAUN asked the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer on November 10, what 
was the total cost of a £1,500 council 
house after interest had been paid for 60 
years at the current rate of 53 per cent; 
and what would be the reduction if 


interest rates were restored to 34 per cent. 

MR. HEATHCOAT AMORY.—On _ the 
assumption of repayment by half-yearly 
annuities, the total cost for a loan at 5} 
per cent would be £5,353; this sum would 
be reduced by £1,934 if interest were at 
34 per cent. 


Grants for Horticultural Buildings 


GRANTS to horticulturists to cover one- 
third of the cost of providing or improv- 
ing specified buildings, plant or equip- 
ment for storing horticultural produce 
and preparing it for marketing, are among 
the proposals in the Horticulture Bill. 
The total of the building and other grants 
provided for under the measure is 
estimated at £7.5m. 


Covent Garden Market 

A WHITE PAPER, accompanying the Horti- 
culture Bill, covers proposals for Covent 
Garden Market and a separate Bill in- 
corporating these will be presented later 
in the session. The White Paper stated 
that the first step must be to provide 
suitable accommodation outside the 
market for empty containers and produce 
in bulk. These will be removed to a site 
near the junction of Old-street and City- 
road. The reorganisation of the main 
market would be carried out by a new 
Covent Garden Market Authority which 
would take it over and operate it. In 
consultation with the LCC, as planning 
authority, it would be responsible for 
building the new premises.

‘I have authorised Ross and Cromarty 
County Council to appoint consulting 
engineers to report on the proposal for 
a road to close the Balgy Gap.’

‘ Fifty-one building societies have noti- 
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fied me that they have made aavances 
under the House Purchase and Housing 
Act, 1959, of which so far 11 have 
actually received advances totalling 
£1,547,859 from the Exchequer.’ (Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, Nov. 
10.) 

* We are planning to start building the 
new telephone exchange in Kilmarnock 
early in 1961.’ (Postmaster-General, Nov 
11.) 


Employment in London 


MR. MARCUS LIPTON asked the Minister 
of Labour, on November 2, how many 
people were unemployed in the London 
area; what was the corresponding figure 
last year; and how many building 
workers were included. 

MR. EDWARD HEATH ‘ 45,384 at October 
12 compared with 58,003 at October 13, 
1958. The first figure includes 5,269 and 
the second 6,887 from the constructional 
industries.’ 

Asked if he was satisfied with that state 
of affairs, MR. HEATH said they could never 
be satisfied while men were unemployed 
to this degree, but London, with an un- 
employment rate of one per cent, was one 
of the most prosperous parts of the 
country. 


Food Markets in the City 


MR. GEORGE DARLING asked the Minister 
of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food on 
November 2, whether he had concluded 
his discussions with the City of London 
Corporation on alterations and improve- 
ments to food markets in the city. 

MR. JOHN HARE wrote in reply.—Altera- 
tions and improvements to food markets 
in the City are the responsibility of the 
City of London Corporation. I am 
informed that the Corporation have the 
question of improvements very much in 
mind and are in fact actively engaged on 
improvements in Spitalfields and Billings- 
gate and the poultry market at Smith- 
field.”

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Broiler Houses and Planning 


MR. JOHN HALL asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government whether 
he would introduce legislation to bring 
broiler houses within the Town and 
Country Planning Acts. 

MR. BROOKE wrote in reply on Novem- 
ber 3.—'It would be feasible to bring 
broiler houses under planning control by 
order without further legislation. But the 
whole subject is one on which I am in 
consultation with the Minister of Agricul- 
ture, Fisheries and Food, and at present I 
am not in a position to make any further 
statement.’ 


Downing Street Reconstruction 


MR. PARKER asked the Minister of Works 
on November 3 what progress had been 
made with the proposals for reconstruct- 
ing numbers 10 and 12 Downing-street. 

LORD JOHN HOPE wrote in reply.— The 
architect is making good progress with 
work on his plans but they are not yet 
completed.’ 


Malta Dockyard Scheme 


MR. S. AWBERY asked the Colonial Secre- 
tary on November 3 how much of the £29 
million granted to Malta under the next 
five year plan would go to the reconstruc- 
tion of the dockyard. 

MR. MACLEOD wrote in reply.— Of 
HMG'’s contribution of £29m. towards the 
total cost of £32m., £6m. will be in the 
form of loans to the firm of Bailey (Malta) 
Limited for the modification and exten- 
sion of the Dockyard and the establish- 
ment of ancillary industries.’ 


Link Building, Chiswick House 


MR. FRANCIS NOEL-BAKER asked the Minis- 
ter of Works, when work would be com- 
pleted on the link building at Chiswick 
House and on the buildings in the grounds 
which were now the responsibility of his 
department. 

LORD JOHN HOPE wrote in reply on 
November 3.—‘ At the rate of work at 
present planned, the link building and 
summer parlour should be completed in 
about four years, and the garden orna- 
ments and structures about a year later.’ 


Exhibition Centre 


MR. NABARRO asked the President of the 
Board of Trade, on November 3, having 
regard to the inadequacy and relative 
obsolescence of major trade exhibition 
sites in London, what action he proposed 
to take on the report by the Federation of 
British Industries, urging a £10m. exhibi- 
tion centre in London. 

MR. REGINALD MAUDLING.— I am glad to 
have this oportunity of expressing my 
appreciation of the Federation of British 
Industries’ report. I am considering the 
proposals, but it is too early to express 
a considered view on them.’ 

MR. NABARRO.——‘ Would Mr. Maudling 
bear in mind that our West European 
competitors, notably the West Germans, 
have already installed during the post- 
war years exhibition sites, fully equipped, 
which are much more spacious and gener- 
ally superior to anything available in 
London?’ 


MR. MAUDLING.——‘ I am aware also that 
there are considerably divergent views on 
trade fairs but I shall bear in mind what 
Mr. Nabarro has said.’ 


Conservative Committee 


MR. GRAHAM PAGE, MP for Crosby, has 
been elected chairman of the Conserva- 
tive back-benchers’ Housing, Local 
Government and Works Committee; Mr. 
J. M. Temple (City of Chester) vice- 
chairman, and Mr. J. Barter (Ealing 
North) secretary. 


Pollution of Rivers 


MR. S. AWBERY asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on 
November 4 if he was aware of the state 
of British rivers and canals into which 
flow sewage and effluent from factories; 
and if he would cause a survey of these 
to be made with a view to preventing 
further deterioration and to improving 
them by cleansing the beds of the rivers. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, wrote in reply: The Minister knows 
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that the condition of some (though not 
most) of our waterways presents a serious 
problem. But there has been much im- 
provement recently which will continue 
as more new sewage disposal works are 
built. River Boards keep a close watch 
on conditions in rivers and canals and 
there is already as much information 
available on these matters as any formal 
survey could produce. 


RAF Quarters Overseas 
MR. ROY MASON asked the Secretary of 
State for Air on November 4 what im- 
mediate steps he intends taking to better 
the conditions of RAF personnel serving 
in Aden and El-Adem. 

MR. GEORGE WARD wrote in reply: ‘ We 
have extensive building programmes for 
both stations. At Aden, several barrack 
blocks have recently been completed and 
much further work on domestic facilities 
is in progress. At El-Adem, work is 
about to begin on a large contract, in- 
cluding the provision of living accommo 
dation, messes and a swimming pool.’ 


Design Standards 


Sir Gordon Russell’s Review 


“THERE IS STILL a widespread miscon- 
ception of what is necessary to improve 
design standards in industry,’ states sIR 
GORDON RUSSELL, Director of the ColID, 
in a foreword to its 14th annual report, 
now published. ‘There are still many 
people who say: “ Now that we have a 
Council of Industrial Design, why should 
there still be such a number of ugly 
goods in the shops? ”, just as it used to 
be held that a blueprint for democracy 
given to a primitive society would estab- 
lish a system like our own. 

‘To make democracy work, the public 
must know what the rulers are about. 
It must broadly agree with their aims, and 
so be prepared to co-operate. To im- 
prove design standards in industry, it is 
no less essential for the client—in this 
case the manufacturer. the retailer and 
the public—to know what the designer is 
up to, and to have some sympathy with 
his aims.’ 

Sir Gordon also suggests that the 
designer should realise that he is the ser- 
vant of the public and so should make a 
determined effort to discover what are 
real needs, and attempt to satisfy them. 
* This does not mean accepting the lowest 
common denominator of public taste as 
Sacrosanct and unalterable, nor does it 
mean imposing his (the designer's) own 
pre-formed ideas, willy-nilly. It means 
leading instead of merely following, but 
not leading so far ahead as to be out of 
sight.’ 

Sir Gordon believes that this is 
gradually happening, and that the English 
love of colour and pattern, deadened by 
the industrial revolution, is today re- 
asserting itself. 

Technical education in industry with- 
out visual education merely makes the 
production of ever greater numbers of 
ever uglier things a certainty, he says. 
The growing pace of scientific and tech- 


nological research will make it difficult 
in the immediate future not to get further 
out of step, unless there is a much 
greater awareness of the importance of 
the humanities. ... The popular opinion 
is that to spend millions on scientific re- 
search is sound; to spend hundreds on 
the arts is a luxury we cannot afford. 

The present dichotomy between cul- 
tural and commercial Governmental 
responsibility he regards as unfortunate. 
‘Cultural exhibitions are the responsibi- 
lity of the British Council; trade fairs, of 
the Board of Trade; but a selective exhi 
bition of well designed industrial pro 
ducts, such as the Triennale in Milan, is 
nobody’s child.’ 

Despite these difficulties, there is no 
doubt that interest in design is increas- 
ing. Attendance figures at the Design 
Centre in London, and the Scottish Design 
Centre in Glasgow, are evidence of grow- 
ing public interest, as is the widespread 
indignation at the erection of ill-designed 
street lighting columns in many parts of 
the country. But the taste of the average 
retail buyer still lags behind that of the 
general public. 

Sir Gordon puts in a special plea for 
the building societies to give a positive 
lead, as many local authorities have done, 
in better designed houses.

A wide variety of steel sheet products are 
exhibited on the stand of the BritisH IRON 
AND STEEL FEDERATION. Surface textures and 
finishes now available to architects and 
builders are featured. The exhibits include 
continuously * hot dip’ galvanised steel sheets 
for roofing, decking, building components 
and deep drawn articles such as basins and 
drums. Plastic coated steel sheets are shown 
in partitions, lift doows and furniture. A 
display of vitreous enamelled steel sheets 
includes a demonstration curtain wall. 
Advice is given on steel sheet usage and 
allied problems. (Stand 742.) 


The Bur_pING RESEARCH STATION is dis- 
playing important items from its recent 
work. The stand incorporates a _ small 
cinema at which technical films, produced 
by the BRS, are shown at regular intervals. 
One exhibit shows, by demonstration, the 
production of dry finished interiors tor 
domestic buildings by the use of cheap 
materials and simple techniques. Plaster- 
board can be stuck to any dry wall cither 
with dabs of ‘ board finish” plaster at 18 in. 
centres or with three ribbons of similar 
plaster along the length of the board. It 
can then be tamped back into position with 
a straight edge, the plaster dabs or ribbons 
accommodating any irregularities in the wall. 
The plasterboard used has either a tapered or 
recessed edge (both commercially produced) 
making it possible to achieve a satisfactory 
flush joint using a proprietary filler which 
is applied by means of a spreader box deve- 
loped by the Station. After a preliminary 
layer of filler has been applied the joint is 
taped with a strip of paper. More filler is 
applied on top of this and the whole joint 
smoothed over with a float. In two or three 
minutes a joint 8 ft. long can be successfully 
obscured and the method demands no parti- 
cular skill. Using special adaptations of the 
spreader box the method can be used to 
finish corner and ceiling joints. The Station 
has been examining the cost of using per- 
forated clay bricks in comparison with the 
more traditional methods of construction. 
Various trials, which have yet to be com- 
pleted, give a guide to the savings that are 
possible by making use of the new bricks. 
The techniques of laying these are fully 
demonstrated. The current interest in the 
industry towards information services has 
prompted the Station to display the chan- 
nels by which its work and information is 
made available. (Stand 552, 554, 556, 560 
and 562.) 


The theme of the CANADIAN GOVERNMENT 
stand is the use of Canadian timber. This 
is emphasised in a cut-away section of a 
house showing the application of Canadian 
woods and other building materials. The 
exhibit is arranged in two booths with an 
aisle between. Two canopies connect the 
sections, one being constructed in built-up 
Douglas fir plywood girders covered with 
tongued and grooved Western red cedar roof 
decking, the other is constructed of solid 
Douglas fir beams spanned by Pacific coast 
hemlock rafters. The entire super-structure 
is supported by western red cedar timbers. 
Canadian birch flooring is used in the open 
area way of the exhibit in block pattern. 
The walk-in cut-away house section features 
the application of Canadian woods in wood 
frame construction. Cedar planking, Douglas 
fir plywood and cedar shakes, demonstrate 
the use of these woods for exterior cladding. 
The interior of the cut-away section empha- 
sises the use of birch plywood and knotty 
pine for wall panelling. Eastern white pine 
is used for the window sashes and frames. 
The fiooring accentuates the attractiveness 
and durability of Canadian maple strip floor- 
ing. 

The office accommodation is used to 
demonstrate the application of Canadian pre- 
finished * Beautyplank,’ a vertical birch wall 
panelling recently introduced to the UK 
market. Other walls are finished in decora- 
tive plywood and ‘ colour trend’ plywood in 
a variety of pleasing colour tones. A unique 
focal point of the exhibit is the specially 
constructed, oval-shaped, projection room 
which houses the projector for the daily 
showing of Canadian films. The exhibit 
includes a group of allied products featured 
in the display of building materials. ‘ Scutan’ 
waterproof building papers are used both as 
sheathing paper and as vapour barrier paper 
in house construction and as underlay to con- 
crete work. Other applications are the pro- 
tection of materials stored in the open and 
the covering of open windows and doorways. 
A Canadian paint company is displaying a 
full range of paints, flat, gloss, plastic finish 
enamel and floor finishes. Traditional oil 
based paints are complemented with the 
newer finishes utilising alkyds, epoxies, 
acrylics, rubber latex, phenolics and polye- 
sters to give a finish for every application. 
A plastic laminate under the trade name of 
‘ Arborite,” which is supplied in panels of 
various sizes and thicknesses, is shown. A 
Canadian firm manufacturing a complete 
range of drop forged hand tools are showing 
samples of some of their products, including 
tinners’ snips, pipe wrenches and nail ham- 
mers. Another Canadian company has sup- 
plied door chimes with interesting design and 
mechanism features, as well as inter-com- 
munication equipment of the AC-DC type. 
Polished granite plates for building facings. 
manufactured to strict architectural specifi- 
cations, will be on display. (Stand 648/49.) 


A main feature of the CoaL UTILISATION 
CouNCIL’s stand is a comorehensive display 
of the small pipe central heating system as 
used with solid fuel boilers for which the 
system was specifically designed. Developed 
by the British Coal Utilisation Research 
Association, the small pipe central heating 
system reduces the cost of installation par- 
ticularly in existing houses. It facilitates the 
installation of the slim pipes with the mini- 
mum of structural alteration and the electric 
pump which it incorporates allows for shorter 
pipe runs. A wide range of approved solid 
fuel boilers from the small thermostatically 
controlled sectional units to the automatic 
and labour saving gravity feed type are 
shown. There is a separate section of the 
more traditional solid fuel heating appliances. 


Twenty-one appliances, including contin- 
uous burning grates, convector open fires. 
heating stoves and cookers, are displayed 
(Stand M200/2.) 


The exhibits on the stand of the Copper 
DEVELOPMENT ASSOCIATION give a represen- 
tative display of the extensive use of copper 
tube for all forms of plumbing services. A 
working model of a small-bore heating cir- 
cuit emphasises the particular suitability of 
copper tube for this type of system. The 
use of copper in sheet and strip form is 
demonstrated by an example of copper clad- 
ding on the facing of a large modern building. 
Evidence of several new copper roofing 
techniques which have been developed are 
provided by a display of copper-clad tiles. 
Exampies of weatherings and roofing details, 
copper rainwater goods, together with heat- 
ing and plumbing fittings in copper or cop- 
per alloys, are shown. The design of the 
Stand serves as a reminder of the extreme 
decorative value of copper and its alloys, 
with a striking effect being obtained by the 
use of satin finished copper, brass, nickel 
silver (nickel bronze), brown and black 
bronze and green patina tiles. Advice on 
all matters appertaining to the use of copper 
or its alloys in building is freely given. 
(Stand Q248.) 


THE FEDERATION OF MASTER BUILDERS’ 
stand, designed by Mr. R. Dickens, MBE, 
FSIA, has a frontage of 34 ft. and a depth 
of 15 ft. The stand has been produced in 
collaboration with the Gysum Plasterboard 
Development Association as a means of 
bringing before the building trades the latest 
developments in interior linings and decora- 
tive and permanent finishes. Two slowly 
rotating models are displayed, one to show 
the use of plasterboard as a drylining to a 
domestic building, the other to show the use 
of insulating plasterboard as an under-purlin 
lining material. The ceiling shows, in one 
section, the use of decorative plastic coated 
ceiling tiles produced by The British Plaster 
Board (Manufacturing) Co. Ltd., and, in 
another, acoustic slotted tiles produced by 
Gyproc Products Ltd. A decorative screen, 
set back into the stand, shows four surface 
finishes on dry partition—plastic tiles, direct 
paint, paint to lightweight plaster, and wall- 
paper. Construction is largely dry partition, 
and the walls are plastic faced with fillets of 
rosewood. (Stand 532.) 


THE FirE PROTECTION ASSOCIATION’S stand 
demonstrates the part that building con- 
structors can play both in controlling fire and 
in minimizing fire damage. Three important 
fire protection features have been chosen to 
form the main theme of the stand. These are 
displayed on panels which will be illustrated 
by diagrams specially prepared to emphasise 
points of interest. One panel deals with the 
principles of fire-separation and separation 
of hazardous areas and indicates how the 
lateral spread of fire can be controlled by 
fire-resisting walls while fire-spread between 
storeys can be prevented by the enclosure 
of lifts and staircases. A second panel draws 
attention to the planning of means of escape. 
The Fire Protection and the Thermal Insula- 
tion (Industrial Buildings) Act, 1957, is 
featured in a third panel. (Stand 506.) 


Small-bore and warmed-air heating, and 
modern flueing systems, are the main features 
of the Gas Counc stand. Branch flues, ‘ X’ 
blocks, and the Se-Duct system are on view. 
Various gas appliances are shown as attach- 
ments, including the Halcyon selective 
warmed-air heating unit, balanced flue water 
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heaters and fires. and drying cabinets. A 
working gas-fired boiler attached to a small- 
bore central heating system is displayed 
showing how the unit will heat a battery 
of radiators and also supply a hot-water ser- 
vice. This unit is part of a fitted kitchen 
setting, equipped with a wide range of 
modern gas appliances. Another section of 
the stand features a special displav unit 
showing modern gas heating units (including 
the Halcyon and Ductair warmed air equip- 
ment) as well as a model of the Se-Duct, a 
flueing system which has been specially 
developed for use in multi-storey blocks of 
flats. Coke appliances are shown in con- 
junction with the branched flue system. 
(Stand Q244/45.) 


The INSTITUTF OF QUANTITY SURVEYORS 
stand provides information about the quan- 
tity surveying profession and prominence is 
given to publications of interest to the 
building and associated industries. In addi- 
tion to displaying the publications of the 
Institute, books, maps, prints, engravings and 
various documents and exhibits of historic 
interest are on view. - Special display panels 
illustrate the technical and correspondence 
colleges which provide approved courses for 
the Institute’s examinations. The stand is 
provided as an information centre and meet- 
ing place for all interested in the profession. 
For those who wish to know more about the 
careers offered by the profession, ample 
literature is available Questions regarding 
necessary qualifications, starting salaries and 
prospects for those contemplating entering 
the profession are readily answered by a staff 
of officers and members who are in constant 
attendance. (Stand 552.) 


The LEAD DEVELOPMENT ASSOCIATION stand 
demonstrates the varied uses of lead in build- 
ing, the most important of which continues 
to be sheet and pipe. Particular attention 
is drawn to the services of the lead sheet and 
pipe section of the Association in the dis- 
semination of information on the use and 
specification of these materials. Leadburning 
demonstrations are given, and the Associa- 
tion’s 16 mm. colour films ‘ Lead for Build- 
ing’ and ‘Lead—The Enduring Metal,’ are 
projected at frequent intervals. Displays 
refer to various building materials and com- 
ponents in the use or composition of which 
lead plays an essential part. These include 
glass, paint, glazing bars, storage batteries 
and radiation shielding. The stand was 
designed bv Mr. John Pinckheard, ARIBA. 
(Stand G138.) 


The increasing use of linoleum in industrial 
buildings and the home is highlighted on the 
stand of the LiInoLEUM MANUFACTURERS’ 
AssociaTion. The display is divided into 
two sections. The first is the reception area 
which contains a long display panel showing 
the decorative possibilities opened up by 
the latest linoleum patterns and designs. 
The outside walls contain technical infor- 
mation panels, showing gauges, methods of 
laying and completed schemes in contem- 
porary architecture. A central feature of 
the exhibit is a unit showing linoleum laid 
on an internally heated concrete floor. In 
the second area, which has a floor of bold 
contemporary design, six revolving panels 
faced with linoleum, show graphically the 
use of linoleum in_ different interiors. 
Toughened glass balustrading with linoleum 
panels on both sides divides the two sec- 
tions. (Stand 749/50.) 


The MINISTRY OF WorKS stand is divided 
into three sections devoted respectively to 
safety in building, services in high buildings, 
and precast concrete framed structures. The 
first of these emphasises that safety is the

concern of everybody in the building indus- 
try. Tables show that over the last ten years 
there have been 2,325 operatives killed and 
156,222 injured on building sites. The esti- 
mated cost of accidents for 1958 alone is 
£1,725,000. Symbolic illustrations demon- 
strate the cause and effect of accidents, and 
give a reminder of training courses which 
can be taken in London, Birmingham and 
Merseyside. The importance of good organi- 
sation in avoiding accidents is stressed and 
a series of graphic photographs portray the 
right and wrong ways of tackling various 
jobs on site. The second section illustrates 
some of the problems confronting designers 
of tall buildings. The location of plant, 
electrical distribution, installation of lifts, 
water supplies, drainage, thermal insulation, 
and protection from lightning are among the 
n.any factors dealt with. The third part of 
the exhibit shows an economic method of 
construction. This is the making of precast 
concrete units in advance, on or off site, to 
ensure rapid erection and save costs. (Stand 
551, 553 and 555.) 


From sixty-three brickworks, clayworks 
and by-product plants the NATIONAL Coal 
BoarD make a considerable contribution to 
the building industry. The Board’s stand 
shows the contribution being made from 
Scotland, the North East, Yorkshire, Lan- 
cashire, the Midlands and South Wales. Salt 
glazed stoneware from the Midlands and 
Scotland, commons, facing bricks, engineer- 
ing bricks, acid resistant bricks and fire 
bricks are fully displayed. Proprietary by- 
products include ‘ Presomet,” a rust resisting 
quick drying, high grade bituminous black 
paint ; ‘ Presotim,’ a decorative wood preser- 
vative in browns and other colours produced 
both for indoor and outdoor use; and * Syn- 
thaprufe,’ a liquid waterproofing and jointing 
material containing rubber for waterproofing 
damp walls, roofs and concrete sub-floors, 
and for fixing linoleum and wood block 
flooring. An advice bureau for architects 
and builders (on heating) is available. (Stand 
H148.) 


The exhibit of the NATIONAL FEDERATION 
OF CLay INDUSTRIES has been designed by 
Messrs. Handisyde & Taylor, AA/RIBA, to 
demonstrate the advantages and some 
applications of bricks and other clay pro- 
ducts. The dominating feature is a struc- 
ture 20 ft. in height, constructed of facing

bricks. Within a central opening in this 
feature there is a revolving unit incorporat- 
ing 64 panels of facing bricks, and a further 
4) panels are displayed on a stationary unit 
nearby. These panels have been contributed 
by brick manufacturers in all parts of the 
country and provide a vivid display of 
colours and textures. Three piers adjoining 
the stand office demonstrate the use of 
different types of joint with representative 
types of brick. The end wall of the stand 
office is of fairfaced common bricks, a 
reminder of the strength and stability of 
common brick for party wall and inner leaf 
construction. The inner face is divided into 
three sections: bare brickwork, painted and 
plastered. The outer face of this wall is 
tile-hung with plain and ornamental clay 
tiles. The office is supported on piers of 
engineering bricks, demonstrating the use of 
heavy-duty structural clay units for load 
bearing purposes. Fifty-six different types. 
colours and textures of clay roofing are a!so 
grouped together for comparison, and these 
are supplemented by a number of panels 
showing examples of roof tiling. There ar 
also displays of double roman tiles and 
pantiles, and a selection of roofing tile 
fittings. Panels of clay quarries are incor- 
porated in the floor at one corner of the 
stand, and there is also a display of the 
various floor quarry fittings which provide 
an hygienic and aesthetic finish to skirtings. 
(Stand D76.) 


The ViTREOUS ENAMEL DEVELOPMENT 
COUNCIL'S stand contains a high temperature 
enamelling furnace working at more than 
1400°F. This furnace is part of a miniature 
plant demonstrating the process of vitreous 
enamelling metal. Exhibits demonstrating 
the advantages of the material and how it 
can best be used to effectively meet modern 
requirements are also displayed. The con- 
struction of the stand designed by Messrs. 
Armstrong, Smith & Critchlow, A/ARIBA 
demonstrates vitreous enamel panels in 
curtain walling. The end walls are con- 
structed in ‘saw-tooth’ units originally 
designed for use on the Russian Pavilion at 
the Brussels Exhibition in 1958. (Stand 
H142.)

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Heating Problems 


Copper Development Association Symposium 


From a Special Correspondent 


A Symposium on Heating, organised by the Copper Development Association, 
was held at the Dorchester Hotel. W1, on October 29. Kicking-off with ‘ Heat- 
ing Problems from the Architect’s Point of View,’ by K. Allerton (reprinted 
below), papers followed during the morning by Donald Rudd (Panel Heating), 
E. M. Ackery (Electrical Floor Warming) and E. Carr of the CDA (Small Bore 
Heating). These were summed-up and discussed at an afternoon session. Of 
the 250 listed guests, quite a proportion were architects. One wondered why 
so many were ‘ represented’ and hoped that the absence of * principals’ meant 
that the assistant-in-charge was having a deserved look-in—not to speak of 
an excellent lunch. 


If not the first, the CDA is certainly the prototype of many and various 
development organisations for materials, and more than most lives up to its 
non-commercial constitution. From the outset it has, in the building field, 
wisely and in his own language addressed itself to the architect. who must 
ultimately and obviously control the specification of a given material. This 
point has sometimes been overlooked by the CDA’s imitators. 


As opposed to propaganda, this target has been identified and effectively 
reached with a consistent output of hard fact and useful information—what 
the late Sir Stephen Tallents once called ‘ projection,’ produced in a format 
which immediately associated the material with good design. Indeed, one would 
like to see a return to the adventurous layout, typography and illustration with 
which the CDA initially set a standard for technical and trade literature, but 
perhaps the need for standardisation of an increasing flow of publications (or 
perhaps catching-up by competitors) has removed the emphasis from eye- 
catching. 


The CDA has, however, other activities besides publishing, of which the 
Symposium was an example. Perhaps paper-givers leaned (or were diplomati- 
cally pushed?) over backwards to avoid plugging copper, but with a material 
having a tradition literally as old as the bronze-age, and incontrovertible claims 
for the utilisation under review, this was a healthy sign of assurance. The 
summing up, by W. A. Allen of the Building Research Station, was as authorita- 
tive and impartial as expected from him as an architecturally qualified building 
scientist. But the ensuing discussion seemed likely at first to create the 
atmosphere of a rival reps’ get-together, where not only different systems but 
names and pack-drill were bandied about. 


However amusingly delivered, the point is that such propaganda was in sharp 
contrast both to the BRS and the CDA’s consistent avoidance of ‘ knock’ 
advertising. In any case, other guests such as the architects, for whom the 
enjoyable occasion was not in the normal day’s work, may not have found the 
public washing of the heating industry’s linen either edifying or reassuring. 


From the Architect's Point of View 
K. Allerton’s Paper to Heating Symposium 


THE FOLLOWING paper, by Mr. K. 
Allerton, ARIBA, was presented at the 


One of the first difficulties confronting 
an architect, which is only too well 


Copper Development Association’s Sym- 
posium on Heating, held in London on 
October 29. Mr. ALLERTON said: 

This is a subject on which a wide range 
of views may be expressed; many would 
make sound reasoning. I propose to con- 
fine my remarks to what I consider may 
be classified as general problems, and 
avoid dealing with advantages, or disad- 
vantages, of different types of installa 
tions, but, I would remind you that today 
the architect is more fortunate than his 
predecessors in meeting his client's 
requirements, in that there is available 
to him a system, and components, to fit 
almost any problem of heating he may 
come up against. 


known by all of us whose task in life is 
building in a very complex industry with 
its many associated elements, is_ the 
obtaining of a comprehensive client brief. 
It may be felt that at such an early stage 
this is a matter which is solely the archi- 
tect’s responsibility; it is his job to make 
sure that all details which may be 
summed up as ‘user requirements’ are 
obtained, I suggest not as a ‘one man 
task,’ but in collaboration with the prin- 
cipal specialists, of whom the heating 
engineer plays an extremely important 
role. 

It is necessary for an architect there- 
fore if he is to operate in this way, the 
much publicised, and I am glad to say 


practised, team system, to be able to 
recommend to his client the appointment 
of his consultants, or engineers. fo 
major elements at the time of briefing. 
Tf the client will accept this recommenda- 
tion then one of the architect’s problems 
which cover such things as heating woulu 
be reduced. I regret, in too few cases, 
even where the offices of the architect 
and heating engineer are thought to be 
efficiently run, the practice of getting 
together from the first is often allowed 
to slip past. 

Having thus achieved this arrangement, 
T contend, that the architect’s problem 
of what to do about the heating will not 
only have been considered in the imtancy 
of the project. and thus be planned in 
with the building, and not the building 
around the heating scheme, but the heat- 
ing scheme will be considered and 
designed in relationship to the other 
main structural elements. 


Unobtrusive Design 


Another architect's problem is to 
incorporate into his building his heating 
scheme in a manner as unobtrusively as 
possible, and certainly to keep unsightly 
surface pipe runs to a minimum. Having 
suggested that architects and engineers 
must work closely together, and from the 
very early stages of the job, I would like 
now to think for a moment of the exist- 
ing relationship between the two parties. 
The architect is generally acknowledged 
to be the man in overall charge of the 
job, the one who has the responsibility 
of making the final decisions; but if a real 
team spirit, understanding and good rela- 
tionship are to exist, then something 
must be done to improve the all-too- 
common trouble of the heating engineer 
harbouring the feeling that his scheme is 
going to be pushed around and restricted, 
particularly in space and cost, to the 
advantage of the other trades. 

Architects must therefore be capable 
of handling tactfully colleagues such as 
heating engineers, and this often proves 
to be no easy task, mainly because we do 
not understand as well as we should each 
other’s problems. Heating engineers 
appear to think that most of their work 
will be something apart, a_ nicely 
arranged, functional installation, that is 
achieved within the framework of their 
own office policy, and planted on the 
architect, as being the only way to do it, 
and any modification would be costly. 
impractical, and generally ruin the 
engineer’s work. Why, then, cannot 
engineers be encouraged to understand 
during training that most of their work 
will be associated with architects? 

It has been suggested that a Technical 
Co-education between architects and 
engineers might well pay off in broaden- 
ing this understanding between the two 
professions. To this thought could be 
added the necessity for both sides to 
realise more clearly than they do at 
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present, how much each other’s views 
can be of value. I would go so far as 
to suggest that a poor relationship exists, 
an inheritance of the past when the heat- 
ing engineer began to invade with all his 
‘tackle,’ the architect’s province; and 
until this somewhat difficult personality 
problem is overcome, no great headway 
can be made in the co-ordination of the 
heating engineer’s work with that of the 
architect’s. 

I have now commented on three of 
what seem to me to be basic problems of 
the architect in relation to heating, and 
in fact many other elements: The need 
for the selection and appointment of a 
heating engineer very early in the pro- 
gramme—clients often being difficult in 
this respect; close and frequent co-opera- 
tion during all stages of work; the neces- 
sity for a review of heating engineers 
training methods. 


Co-operation in Practice 


Let us now consider in more detail this 
major problem of avoiding the state of 
affairs where the architect and client 
have settled so much that when the 
heating engineer gets the scheme he 1s 
restricted, and therefore is upset from 
the start in that he knows his scheme, 
although workable, will be one of poor 
quality from a design angle, and perhaps 
uneconomical in either installation cost, 
or maintenance, or both. We are think- 
ing now of how to put into operation my 
plea for full co-operation. and there is no 
better way to achieve this than to keep 
clearly in one’s sight the fact that it must 
be designed on a ‘ give and take’ basis, 
with both parties accepting definite res- 
ponsibilities. 

Various systems have been marked 
out, but one, which is now well tried and 
has proven to be satisfactory, is that of 
an agreed programme prepared by the 
architect and engineer for all the design, 
working drawings, cost analysis steps, 
including contract procedure, and for 
this to be set out in detail, and clearly 
understood as to who will deal with 
what, and by what date, an arrangement 
of regular meetings, some organised visits 
between the job architect and the job 
heating engineer, attendance by execu- 
tives at policy meetings, and most impor- 
tant, a good agreed site meeting routine 
where the engineer is present at stages 
where his knowledge of his scheme and 
timing of his deliveries of materials, etc., 
will be valuable information to other 
trades. 

If standardisation is possible, and, of 
course, this can be so in local govern- 
ment architects and many other organisa- 
tions, then matters become more simple 
because in addition to the points already 
mentioned, standard layouts for different 
types of schemes, procedures, schedules 
of rates for components, and site super- 
vision methods, can be laid down and 
practised with increasing skill. I feel that 
our problems are minimised somewhat, 
when it is possible to deal directly with 
a firm who give, as many do today, an 
‘all-in service,’ handling the job from 
design stage to completion, because this 
permits the architect to have a direct 
contact with his engineer, from which 


usually stems prompt action, whereas if 
working with consultants that direct link 
does not exist. 

In large schemes, where consulting 
engineers are very often employed, a 
problem which frequentiy confronts the 
architect is that of keeping costs for 
heating within his cost plan scheme, the 
tendency being to ‘ gild the lily.’ This is 
natural when it is appreciated that the 
engineer designing the scheme has no 
commercial interests to watch in the 
same way that a firm carrying out actual 
installations must take into account. This 
auestion of cost, linked with the difficulty 
of control, in such instances presents 
problems that need very’ careful 
handling. 


Planning Problems 


Planning problems in relation to heat 
ing schemes are many, but four that 
regularly occur, and I think are of great 
importance, are the positioning of heat- 
ing chambers, flues, ratio of glass to wall, 
and fuel storage. We all know the ideal 
positioning for heating chambers. but 
how often are they planned in a position 
and manner ideal for their purpose? And 
here, I think, if architects devoted more 
time to the design of this important ele- 
ment, in relation to the rest of the struc- 
ture. many problems which arise in con- 
nection with the heating schemes would 
be avoided, certainly on costs. Flues. 
which after all are there to assist the 
correct combustion of the fuel. can some- 
times be incorporated in the high block 
of a scheme, butt many cases occur where 
this is not possible; it is then that an 
architect has a design problem. This has 
been solved in a satisfactory manner, but 
all too frequently is handled in a most 
unfortunate way. 

With an increasing tendency to plan 
for large areas of glass there is the dual 
problem of adequate heating, without an 
unsightly number of fittings, and few 
blank walls to locate such fittings. This 
can be. and is, overcome by some forms 
of heating installation, but nevertheless. 
it is a problem that architects and 
engineers have to face. 

Fuel storage is a major planning prob 
lem, even when a satisfactory system is 
agreed, and until that stage has been 
reached, the variety of fuels, differing 
weight, bulk, and access requirements 
need very close co-operation with the 
engineer in developing a scheme. Smoke- 
less fuels aggravate the storage question 
because of their increased bulk. 

Under the heading of heating prob- 
lems, I think a reference to hot water 
installation is pertinent. The ever- 
increasing demand for this commoditv 
should be stopped; it seems to me that 
the wastage and use is out of all propor- 
tion to actual needs, and consequently 
fuel consumption goes up; unfortunatelv 
few by-laws exist on this subject and se 
it is a * free for all.’ 

One big problem in this field is the 
need for an installation to meet variable 
demands. For example, electricity and 
gas are economical to certain limits of 
consumption, and above this, solid fuel 
would be a better answer; and yet the 
demand may vary so much within certain 
periods that it falls within both systems. 
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Another difficult one to resolve is the 
case of an isolated room or rooms requir 
ing a fairly large supply of hot water: 
because they are of necessity on a limb of 
the building, it is uneconomical to supply 
from the mains, and a local unit is often 
expensive to install and to operate. 

Thermal insulation is a big subject, 
and whilst considering problems of heat- 
ing, the two must be related. Here I wish 
to draw to your attention the need for 
careful study by architect and engineers 
of the differences in the thermal charac- 
teristics, of methods of instruction, and 
materials, thus affecting the heating 
requirements, and if not. carefully 
handled and understood can lead to such 
evils as condensation, pattern staining, 
fuel wastage, overheating, etc. 

When thinking in terms of this ever- 
present problem, a heating scheme must 
be considered from four main aspects: 
installation, equipment, maintenance and 
running costs, over a considerable num- 
ber of years. Engineers should be pre- 
pared to develop and estimate various 
types of systems for consideration which 
give different standards of comfort, in 
order to assess the best balance, but time 
is the factor which makes this ideal diffi- 
cult to apply in practice. 


Better Relationship Needed 


I have commented on such basic prob- 
lems as organisation, collaboration, per- 
sonality difficulties, education, design 
matters and costs; but to me it seems 
that all the problems that the architect 
meets with in heating would be greatly 
reduced if a better relationship existed 
between his organisation and that of the 
engineers, and the architect’s object of 
giving the client a scheme which pro- 
duces and maintains an artificial climate, 
suited to the needs of the inhabitants, 
during occupation, at a cost relevant to 
the use of the building, would be met.

The Organisation of Building 


3 :—Planning and Programming Building Work 
By R. C. Sanson, BSc(Eng), AMICE 


SUMMARY : The Building Research Station has recently carried out a 
project, on behalf of the European Productivity Agency, concerning the 


organisation of building sites. 


The object of the study was to obtain informa- 


tion on all aspects of organising work on the site and on the associated head 


office functions. 


The study involved visits to contractors and their sites, to 


research organisations, and to employers’ and operatives’ federations and 
covered nine European countries, namely Austria, Belgium, Denmark, France, 
Great Britain, Holland, Italy, Norway and West Germany. The present article 
is the third of a series, based on the information obtained, and deals with the 
overall planning of building work, such as size and layout of site, continuity 
of work from site to site, etc., and with planning at the level of the building 


firm including the programming of the site operations.

Introduction 


THE PLANNING of building work can be 
considered as taking place at two levels. 
First, there is what may be described as 
‘overall planning,’ which is concerned 
with such matters as the size of sites, lay- 
out of the site, some aspects of the design 
of the buildings themselves, and with the 
form, period and phasing of contracts. 
These matters are normally outside the 
control of the building firms subsequently 
concerned, but can affect site operations. 
Secondly, there is ‘contract planning,’ 
concerned with the requirements of 
plant, labour, materials and personnel for 
a particular site, which may extend to the 
preparation of a detailed programme for 
the work. 

All these matters are clearly of con- 
siderable importance, and planning was 
included as one aspect in a study of the 
general organisation of building sites. 
recently carried out in nine European 
countries and forming the basis of the 
present article. 


Overall Planning 


In domestic construction, the total 
number of dwellings on the site, and the 
number of different types of dwelling. 
affect the possibilities of using plant and 
equipment economically and of employing 
balanced teams of men on repetitive 
tasks. For greater efficiency, it may thus 
be desirable to build not less than a 
certain total number of dwellings as one 
job and to limit the number of different 
types of dwelling included; there should 
preferably also be continuity from one 
job to the next on similar work. Naturally 
each case needs individual consideration. 

As some indication of the practical 
implications, however, such considera- 
tions applied to a very large development 
scheme of (say) 1,000 dwellings of various 
types, might indicate that contracts 
should not be for less than 200 dwellings 
each, to be built at about 3 to 4 a week. 
Something like a 4 to 5 months’ overlap 
in starting the following contracts or sites 
might be indicated, so that potential con- 
tinuity of work is maintained for the 
gangs working on foundations and those 
following them. This could be advan- 


tageous to client, contractors and opera- 
tives, whether successive contracts were 
negotiated or awarded on competitive 
tenders. 

It is clear that, in contract work at 
least, this type of approach to the problem 
has been made comparatively rarely in 
most countries, even where the possibili- 
ties of doing so have existed. 

Another important aspect of overall 
planning is the letting of contracts at the 
appropriate time of the year. It had 
happened frequently within the experi- 
ence of many of the firms visited that, 
instead of new work commencing 
promptly with the onset of good weather 
in the spring, one or two months were 
lost by the client in inviting tenders, 
selecting firms and completing negotia- 
tions. Pressure was then applied for a 
premature start, with inadequate time for 
preparation by the firm. This situation 
often resulted in a need for extensive 
overtime in summer and sometimes un- 
necessary extension of work into the 
following winter. 

Studies of the monthly employment 
level in Germany had shown that con- 
siderable, and largely unnecessary, under-

employment occurred in the month or 
two following the end of the winter. Some 
action therefore seems to be called for to 
encourage the letting of contracts early 
in the year; although the problem is 
naturally most acute where the winters 
are hardest, it has some relevance to this 
country. 

A further example of overall planning 
is given by a project in Holland (Fig. 1) 
for 500 flats, of two types, where co- 
operation between town planner, consult- 
ant and contractor led to alterations being 
made to internal layout and site layout of 
the various blocks. In comparison with 
the original scheme, 60 more flats were 
accommodated for the same land area and 
services, and the number of flats with end 
facades was reduced by 56, equivalent to 
a saving of some £17,600. In addition, 
better opportunities were created for 
repetitive work-cycles and smooth pro- 
duction, based on groups of 20 flats for 
one type and of 24 flats for the other, 
with a reduction in the tender price of 
some £23,000 due to anticipated lower 
labour costs and shortened duration of 
the job. This saving of around £40,000, 
or about £80 per flat, was equivalent to 
6 per cent of the total building costs. 

Furthermore, for the same project, a 
number of simplifications to the original 
design were jointly agreed before site 
work commenced, to facilitate production 
processes. They related to the founda- 
tions, interior walls, elevations. floor 
spans, refuse-disposal chutes, balconies 
and roofs. and entailed a total saving of 
around £22.600 for an investigation cost 
of £650, with a net saving of £43 per flat, 
equivalent to 3.3 per cent of the total 
building costs. 

Obviously neither the repetition of 
design details nor of complete houses or 
blocks of flats should be taken too far. 
For overall planning, one large housing 
organisation on the Continent had set 
up a central office concerned with all] site 
layouts, soil tests and foundation design. 
It also standardised specifications of 
materials and workmanship, issued sheets 
of typical design details and encouraged 
tenderers to offer alternative design 
details and prices. Monotony was avoided 
by employing local architects to design 
each scheme. The result was that during 
5 years a reduction of 10 per cent in the 
average price per flat was achieved, 
directly attributable to the above factors 
combined with continuity in letting of 
contracts. 


Contract Planning 

The influence of various contractual 
arrangements, such as the ‘separate 
trades ’ or ‘ main contractor’ systems, on 
the responsibility for planning and co- 
ordinating operations on a particular site 
and possibly also on the course of these 
operations, have been outlined in a pre- 
vious article*. However, whatever the

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contractual system in use, any firm which 
is responsible for the primary operations 
on a site has to plan, to some degree and 
in some way, its own requirements of 
plant, labour, materials and personnel. It 
also has to arrange or assume, according 
to the contractual system in force, the 
presence of sub- or co-contractors as they 
are required. 


Organisation of Contract Planning 


Of the 23 firms included in the study. 
only two large ones maintained a separate 
head office department for planning. For 
building work, these departments were 
more concerned with broadly fixing the 
duration of the firms’ jobs, and with 
checking on progress, than with the plan- 
ning of a particular site. In the remain- 
ing firms, contract planning was usually 
included with the other duties of the site 
supervisors, and was thus ultimately con- 
trolled by the contracts manager. 

In these firms the layout of site equip- 
ment and choice of working methods and 
plant for two-storey housing were 
generally left to the site supervisor. So 
was any programming that might be 
undertaken of labour and materials’ 
requirements and operational sequences, 
working within the overall duration laid 
down by head office or the contract terms. 
In speculative housing, however, the 
starting of groups of houses and some- 
times also their rate of production were 
often controlled by ‘release orders,’ 
which were planned by the head office in 
the light of financial policy and sales 
achieved. 

For multi-storey dwellings, the arrange- 
ments were similar, except that the more 
important items of plant were generally 
already determined and the supervisor 
spent longer on his planning. This time 
tended to increase with the complexitv 
and size of the job; for example, in one 
firm in this country, the site supervisor 
spent up to two or three months if neces- 
sary at the central office and tried out 
several different ways of planning his job. 
It was widely agreed that an adequate 
period at this stage, before starting site 
operations, is of the greatest importance 
and may have an effect on the whole job. 
One firm in Austria was using this period 
in the central office to train supervisors 
of the lower and intermediate grades to 
take more responsibility in these matters, 
and thereby reduce the work of the con- 
tracts manager and his assistant. 

In two medium-sized firms in Germany 
a small ‘ work planning and preparation’ 
section was maintained in the central 
office, covering choice, layout and use of 
plant and site equipment and program- 
ming of work. In one case, cost analysis 
was also included. In practice, basic 
decisions concerning plant, labour and 
materials, were largely taken by the site 
supervisors, through the close links and 
consultation which existed between them 
and this section, the latter acting mainly 
in these matters as the co-ordinator and 
preparing the necessary documents. This 
section also drew up detailed schedules 
of material quantities and of the total 
hours needed for various operations; the 
latter were used for output targets, cost 
control, etc. 


Types of Programme in Use 

On about a quarter of the sites visited 
during this international survey, pro- 
gramme charts were not employed, and 
these firms were generally sceptical of 
their value. They included some firms 
who were obviously well organised and 
building speedily. Most of the firms were 
medium- to small-sized, and preferred to 
place the emphasis on keen supervision of 
sites, and on the more direct aspects of 
contract planning, such as the establish- 
ment of repetitive work-cycles. 

Another quarter of the sites visited had 
either ceased gaying attention to any pro- 
gramme charts originally prepared, or the 
present situation was so greatly different 
from that planned that the original pro- 
gramme had ceased to have any real 
effect. The reasons for this were either 
the same basic convictions as above, or 
(apart from weather) the inability to con- 
trol co-contractors’ work, or excessive 
alterations permitted to the purchasers of 
speculatively-built houses. Again, some 
of these sites were achieving reasonable 
production and were likely to be com- 
pleted within the overall time allowed. 

The remaining sites, on which some 
form of programme chart was in effective 
use, were predominantly speculative, main 
contractor or ‘ pre-pilotage’ jobs*. They 
also included two jobs effectively on the 
“separate trades’ or the similar ‘ corps 
de métiers ’* system, but for which, how- 
ever, the structural contractor had drawn 
up a programme covering the work of all 
trades on the site. 

Among these jobs, there were three 
roughly-defined levels of programming. 

First, broad or outline programmes 
showing, for example, only the main items 
of work for each block of flats on a site— 
such as reinforced concrete, internal wall- 
ing and partitions, plastering, services, 
etc., with a horizontal time scale marked 
in months and weeks. 

Secondly, programmes of intermediate- 
detail showing, for example, similar but 
somewhat more detailed information— 
such as shuttering, placing reinforce- 
ment, concreting, stripping shuttering, 
brickwork, plastering, sanitary installa- 
tions, etc. These operations were 
separated for each floor of each block, 
and arranged vertically in order of their 
commencement, with a horizontal time 
scale marked in weeks and days. 

Thirdly, programmes of _fine-detail 
showing, for example, similar operations 
to those in the intermediate-detail pro- 
gramme but separated, where appropriate, 
to show these operations flat by flat on 
each floor of each block in their actual 
sequence of construction. 

The broad and intermediate-detail pro- 
grammes were generally combined for 
two-storey houses, so that the total 
duration of the work of each.trade or 
gang was arranged vertically in order of 
commencement on the site, with a hori- 
zontal scale in weeks and days. For 
similar work, the fine-detail programmes 
showed the start and duration of each 
principal operation for each house, 
arranged vertically in actual sequence of 
construction and. plotted horizontally in 
days; thus, the daily work of each gang 
could be shown. 

The intermediate-detail programme was 
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seen in six cases, the broad or outline type 
in one case On its own and in four cases 
in combination with fine-detail pro- 
grammes. On the whole it appeared that 
fine-detail programmes were rather more 
frequently used in Holland and in this 
country than elsewhere. 

Actual progress can be and often was 
marked on the programmes by colouring 
or shading. A vertical elastic string line 
was often used to indicate the true time- 
position independently of the calendar 
date—i.e., the number of working days 
elapsed after allowing for wet weather, 
extra time allowed for changes, delays, 
etc.—and actual and planned progress 
could then be compared. 

One or two charts also showed the 
intended increase with time of the total 
site labour force, and approximate 
delivery dates for the main materials, but 
these were not used in practice for any 
executive action. On the other hand, 
annotation of the total quantities of work 
(such as cubic yards of concrete or square 
yards of brickwork) involved in certain 
items, and of the average composition of 
the site labour force, seemed to be useful 
additions to  intermediate-detail pro- 
gramme charts. 

The arguments commonly put forward 
for not programming in fine-detail were 
that it was impracticable because of the 
interruptions arising from bad weather, 
and differing levels of productivity 
amongst individual operatives and gangs, 
unknown in advance. A weekly meeting 
between site supervisor and trade- or 
gang-foremen was frequently considered 
the best, or even the only way of dealing 
with these and similar matters. On the 
other hand, there is no doubt that such 
fine detail tends to show up possible 
technical snags in advance of their 
occurring, because of the detailed study 
of the job which then takes place before 
work starts on the site. 


Principles of Contract Planning and 
Programming 


In the construction of houses and flats, 
the predominant factor in programming 
the superstructure was normally the out- 
put of the bricklayers, or in some flats, 
the rate of placing concrete for floors; 
the mechanical plant took second place as 
a servicing agency in these circumstances. 
For multi-storey blocks of flats of pre- 
fabricated concrete wall and/or floor 
units, however, the influence of the crane 
in determining the production cycle was 
considerable. Mechanical plant tends to 
dominate the production pattern increas- 
ingly as the field of industrial building 
and engineering is entered and it becomes 
more important to keep expensive 
machines fully occupied. 

For speculative two-storey brick 
housing, the desired weekly rate of pro- 
duction was usually determined by the 
central office according to circumstances, 
and figures of 2 to 34 houses per week 
were common. For contract jobs, the pro- 
duction rate needed was quite often 
determined by subtracting a ‘ contingency 
end-period’ (say 10 per cent) and the 
‘ waiting period’ until the completion of 
the first house, say 5 to 6 months, from 
the tetal contract time allowed, and then 
calculating the average rate of comple- 
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tions required during the time between. 
The size of the bricklaying team required 
to achieve this was then estimated having 
regard to the quantity and quality of 
work to be done, the results of past jobs, 
quality of labour available, system of pay- 
ment to be adopted, etc. The rest of the 
labour force was then balanced. An 
abnormal shortage of one particular trade, 
for example of plasterers, could, however, 
make this operation become the deter- 
mining factor rather than that of brick- 
laying. 

Generally, in preparing any type of 
detailed programme important points 
were to decide the best order in which to 
develop the site, to visualise which opera- 
tions in each house had to follow each 
other directly and to note which opera- 
tions had latitude in timing and by how 
much. Each operation, once started, 
should continue uninterruptedly to its 
completion, utilising the maximum prac- 
ticable number of men on it compatible 
with the progress of other operations; 
each operation should commence as soon 
as feasible, not necessarily waiting until 
the whole of the preceding operation is 
finished; each gang should have con- 
tinuous work available up to the time it 
can finally leave the site. On small- and 
medium-sized sites this last requirement 
may not be entirely feasible for certain 
trades, but since these will usually be 
sub-contracted this is not generally of 
critical importance. The principles for 
multi-storey flats with load-bearing 
brick / blockwork walls and in situ con- 
crete floors are similar. 

Only in one or two cases had the pos- 
sibilities of reducing the interdependence 
of succeeding operations, by suitable 
design changes or by changing trade- 
demarcations, been considered. Even so, 
the possibilities were generally defeated 
by the rigidities imposed by custom. The 
potentialities for reducing by site pre- 
fabrication the time some trades were in 
each house were a little more recognised. 
Plumbing was the most frequent example 
of this. The need to keep a reasonable 
control over alterations for purchasers of 
speculative houses by a suitable price 
policy or other means was not always 
recognised or acted upon. The absence 
of such control could make any pro- 
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gramme a purely academic exercise, and 
have a disruptive effect on supervision, 
operatives and sub-contractors that was 
not always realised outside the site itself. 

It was generally recognised that among 
the optimum conditions for good pro- 
ductivity was the continuous employment 
of each member of a balanced team on 
repetitive work, wherever possible. This 
can imply setting up a ‘ production 
stream,’ consisting of a balanced group of 
labour gangs and equipment, to concen- 
trate on (say) one type of dwelling. This 
argument was in fact applied to some large 
developments of municipal-type dwellings 
in Holland. It was then found that in 
the reievant circumstances such a pro- 
duction stream consisted of around 118 
men, about 37 of whom were employed 
by sub-contractors, and that they were 
deployed over some 20 to 30 dwellings 
at a time. To achieve reasonable effici- 
ency and economic use of equipment, this 
team should then build a series of about 
250 to 300 identical dwellings each year 
preferably on one site. The implications 
of this argument for developments involv- 
ing several types of dwelling on the site, 
ov in the same block of flats, were recog- 
nised in these cases by awarding pro- 
visional contracts to a given firm for (say) 
2,500 flats of various types spread over 
five years. 

Whilst this process obviously cannot be 
generally applied, the improvements in 
productivity resulting from _ repetition 
alone are appreciable (Fig. 2), and clearly 
this factor should be taken into account 
to the maximum possible extent within 
the limits of any development. Repetition 
allows operatives the opportunity to study 
and improve their own methods of work- 
ing if so inclined; this was confirmed by 
several sites in the survey and particu- 
larly by those on which incentive schemes 
were used. 

An important principle in the contract 
planning of all types of site was the re- 
duction of double-handling. For two- 
storey housing this principally meant cor- 
rectly phasing the deliveries of heavy and 
bulky materials such as bricks or roof 
tiles, and ensuring that they were un- 
loaded and placed as near their point of 
use as possible. For flats it meant the 
correct relative siting of any cranes or 
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hoists, materials dumps, mixing plant and 
casting bays in relation to the buildings. 
Thus the crane was able to pick up and 
place in one operation with the minimum 
of change of position, or materials were 
grouped near hoists in the order they 
were required for use. In some cases 
site plans showing plant disposition and 
crane coverages were submitted with ten- 
ders. Frequently, delivery of concreting 
aggregates was arranged direct to storage 
above the level of the hopper of the con- 
crete mixer. 

Most two-storey housing work was 
planned so that roads and sewers were 
completed in advance, or kept well ahead 
ot other work, and that foundations and 
concrete ground floor slabs came next. 
Sometimes the latter were constructed at 
a deliberately faster rate than superstruc- 
tures, often as fast as 10 to 16 per week, 
because of the more disruptive effect of 
bad weather on this phase. This was not 
so common in speculative work. Nor- 
mally, any collecting or common drains 
were then laid, but the connecting drains 
from these to each house were only laid 
after the external walling had been com- 
pleted and the scaffolding removed. 
Some site supervisors used a small amount 
o* work such as boundary walling, inspec- 
tion chambers, etc., as a means of cor- 
recting any tendency for over-production 
of superstructure by bricklayers relative 
to other trades. 

On one contract housing site in this 
country, the supervisor prepared special 
plans for trade foremen from the archi- 
tect’s small-scale general plans, which 
overcame the difficulties of having anno- 
tations for three or four different house 
types on a set of drawings for one typical 
house type only. 


Effect of Contract Planning on Costs 


It is difficult to separate the effects of 
contract planning from the effects pro- 
duced by other factors, such as incentive 
payments, whose results may themselves 
partly depend on the quality of such 
planning. It is therefore correspondingly 
difficult to put a money value on all the 
advantages which may flow from good 
planning. 

One example of this is provided by a 
site in Holland, involving the construc- 
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tion of 510 flats of two types. The con- 
tractor was assisted by a_ technical 
bureau in preparing detailed programmes 
for foundations, load-bearing walls and 
floors and finishings. The foremen and 
operatives were specially instructed on 
working methods and time and progress 
recording, detailed layout for the site 
installations and plant were prepared, 
bonus targets were calculated and set, and 
an efficient site administration office 
established. . 

An analysis of real costs throughout 
the job was made, and, relative to those 
for other similar projects carried out by 
the same firm, labour costs were 20 per 
cent lower and overhead and plant costs 
10 per cent lower, the savings totalling 
£49,700. Investigation and advisory 
costs were £4,600, so that a net saving of 
about £88 per flat resulted, equivalent to 
6.8 per cent of the total building costs. 
Taking a particular operation on floor 
construction, for which the firm’s average 
costs during the previous 2} years were 
known, an average reduction in labour 
costs of 55 per cent, and in man-hours 
of 65 per cent, were achieved. At the 
same time there was an increase in 
average hourly earnings of 33 per cent. 

In this example, the effects of such 
aspects of contract planning as the setting 
up of fixed gangs engaged on repetitive 
work-cycles and the preparation of 
detailed programmes, are inextricably 
linked with the effects of the setting up 
and efficient operation of an incentive 
scheme. However, the overall advantages 
that have accrued are clear enough. 


Conclusions 


1. ‘ Overall planning ’ has a direct effect 
on building costs and production and 
whilst mainly applicable to large-scale 
domestic building has also some relevance 
to other work. Frequently it is outside 
a building firm’s control, and initiative 
must come from the client's side. More 
could be done within the framework of 
the normal contractual relationships, to 
encourage alternative site layouts and 
design details to be offered when tender- 
ing, or by discussion with the selected 
firm prior to commencing site operations. 

2. Good contract planning can have an 
important influence on labour costs, level 
of earnings, duration of iob and total 
costs. 

3. Contract planning should preferably 
be undertaken by the firm responsible for 
the primary operations, e.g., bricklaying, 
concreting, excavation, etc. It should be 
given the necessary powers to enlist the 
co-operation of the other contractors in 
drawing up a programme of work, and 
should be made responsible for their 
co-ordination thereafter in carrying it 
out. This is largely the case with the 
main contractor system in this country. 

4. An adequate planning period, before 
starting site operations, for the choice of 
equipment and methods, selection of per- 
sonnel, ordering of materials, preparation 
of a programme, is essential and can affect 
the whole job. It is available too infre- 
quently. 

5. The most important principles in 
planning for high productivity are the 
reduction of double-handling and the 


establishment of balanced teams work- 
ing on repetitive work-cycles. 

6. A firm's site supervisor should be 
entrusted to the greatest practicable 
extent with the planning, including any 
detailed programming, for his own site. 
Weekly meetings between the site super- 
visor and his trade- or gang-foremen are 
essential for discussions of progress, the 
next week’s work, and any required 
alterations in labour strength or its dis- 
tribution. 


7. Opinion and experience amongst the 
firms visited, regarding the usefulness of 
programmes other than of a broad or out- 
line type. were divided, largely according 
to individual circumstances. 


8. It seems fairly clear, however, that 
the preparation of a programme of inter- 
mediate-detail is a reasonable part of the 
planning of any site, and can provide a 
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useful base of reference for progress and 
ordering of materials, even when altera- 
tions to it have to be made. 

9. Equally, it seems that the prepara- 
tion of programmes in fine detail is of 
little value unless labour and materials 
supply conditions are _ stable, and 
co-ordination and co-operation between 
all the contractual parties are good. Thus 
whilst such detailed programmes were 
often regarded as impracticable, this is 
not necessarily so, given the right circum- 
stances, as shown by some successful] 
examples seen. 
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New Pacific Airport 


Time Factor Overcome 


NANDI AIRPORT, FIJI, now being used by 
jet airliners, is being reconstructed by 
Messrs. Taylor Woodrow (Overseas) Ltd., 
and Messrs. D. B. Waite, of Auckland, 
New Zealand. The project is being 
carried out against time for the New 
Zealand Ministry of Works in association 
with the Australian Department of Civil 
Aviation. 

The contractors began work on the 
scheme in August, 1958, and it is due to 
be completed early next year. In all it 
will require some jm. cu. yds, of earth 
works, 100000 cu. yds. of concrete 
cement and 10.000 cu. yds of hot-laid 
bituminous concrete. Six different 
cement concrete mix formule have been 
used in various parts of the work, that 
for the main runway being of an excep- 
tionally dense and dry mix to give 
strength.

The main north-south runway was 
originally 6,700 ft. long by 150 ft. wide. 
This has been added to by 3,700 ft. of 
new runway, with 14 in. thick concrete 
laid over a scientifically compacted fill 
varying from four to ten feet in depth. 
The existing runway has been 
strengthened by the overslabbing of an 
average of 8 in. of reinforced concrete. 


Apart from the major items, Taylor 
Woodrow and their associates have also 
built a new control tower, an extensive 
culvert and stormwater system as well as 
four miles of fencing. Work is now pro- 
ceeding on the rest of the contract, 
including the east-west runway, which is 
to have a 6 in. build-up of dry lean con- 
crete, surfaced with 3 in. of hot asphalt; 
the taxiways and aprons around the new 
terminal buildings; roads to the terminal 
buildings, sewage works and three miles 
of water mains. 


London Exhibition Centre 
FBI Proposals 


PROPOSALS for a new exhibition centre 
in central London, to supplement or take 
the place of Earls Court and Olympia, 
have been published in a report of a 
committee of inquiry set up by the 
Federation of British Industries. The 
new centre, it is estimated, would cost 
£10m. and should have 500,000 sq. ft. 
of exhibition space, with accommodation 
for offices, restaurants, conference rooms, 
and ample adjacent space for unloading 
yards and car parking facilities. The only 
areas considered suitable would be north 
or south Kensington.

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Architecture in the City 


Some Trenchant Comment 


A NEW OFFICE BUILDING in Cheapside was 
‘just a block of concrete with 96 holes 
in it,’ said MR. ALLISON BEER at the meet- 
ing on November 5 of the Court of 
Common Council. He followed up this 
remark by asking the Chairman of the 
Improvements and Town Planning Com- 
mittee to say whether his committee did 
its best to see that buildings worthy of 
the City were erected. 

The discussion took place during con- 
sideration of a report in which the 
Improvements and Town Planning Com- 
mittee recommended approval of draw- 
ings and details of materials in connec- 
tion with the new office building for the 
Fire Insurance Companies’ Association, 
at the corner of Queen-street and Wat- 
ling-street. Mr. Grose had moved refer- 
ence back because the original shops on 
the site were to be re-sited in Watling- 
street. 

MR. BENJAMIN ARTHUR, chairman of the 
committee, pointed out that the scheme 
was approved by the Court in 1957 and 
they were now concerned only with draw- 
ings and details. However, he would say 
that his committee were in sympathy with 
the maintenance of shops in the City. In 
the present case the developers wanted 
the use of the ground floor. His commit- 
tee pressed for the replacement of the 
shops and this was being done in Watling- 
street. 

Mr. Allison Beer said he was concerned 
about the type of building which was to 
be erected on the site. After his com- 


ments about the ‘ block of concrete,’ he 
praised the offices of the Bank of Lon- 
don and South America opposite the site 
under consideration. 

Mr. Arthur said: ‘In considering this 
matter my committee did have in mind 
the building opposite and it is the opinion 
of our officers and committee that the 
proposed new building will harmonise 
with it.’ 

Mr. Arthur, answering a question by 
Mr. Lewis, said that the committee were 
always mindful of the importance of 
architectural and artistic considerations 
and would continue to be so. Reference 
back was defeated and the Committee’s 
report approved.

Improving Building Management 
Mr. George Grosvenor's Address to ILO 


SPEAKING to the plenary session of the 
Building, Civil Engineering and Public 
Works Committee of the International 
Labour Organisation at Geneva on 
October 26 MR. G. W. GROSVENOR, CBE, 
United Kingdom Employers’ Delegate, 
outlined the work of the Builders’ 
Advisory Council. 

‘This advisory service,” said Mr. 
Grosvenor, ‘was set up to make a con- 
tribution to managerial methods in the 
industry and particularly to improving 
the management of the smaller firms. It 
works by giving direct assistance to indi- 
vidual firms on their system of manage- 
ment, whether on sites or in the office, 
and by spreading knowledge of modern 
methods more widely by running training 
courses for supervisors and managers. 
Hundreds of men have now passed 
through these courses and have been 
trained in such things as the planning and 
programming of building work, method 
study, work study and site organisation 
and in modern methods of accounting. 
As a result a large number of firms are 
now working at much greater efficiency 
than they were before. 

‘Nor is this striving through education 


to greater efficiency confined to con- 
tractors. We are also working with the 
architects and other professions associ- 
ated with building towards a greater 
understanding of each other’s point of 
view, and thereby towards a better system 
of working together. 


‘What is all this effort—all this educa- 
tional exercise—directed to? It 1s cer- 
tainly not directed to saving the employer 
money by reducing the number of 
operatives employed. That is quite 
definitely not its object. But what it does 
do is to help to create an economical and 
efficient system of working under which 
both operatives and management can 
work with a much greater degree of satis- 
faction, and can avoid the frustration 
which is felt by anybody who has to work 
under an inefficient system. After all, the 
more economical and efficient our system 
of working is, so is it more likely that 
there will be more work for us to do, and 
a more regular flow of work too with 
consequential stability and security, and 
that is surely to the material advantage of 
everybody engaged in the industry and 
those it serves.’

The applicants will be informed that 
apart from the planning objections to the 
proposal, the Corporation relied upon the 
covenant registered against the land 
which restricts any building on the site to 
a height not exceeding five storeys. The 
Corporation would not be prepared to 
discuss any variation of this covenant and 
for this reason would not submit the pro- 
posals to the Royal Fine Art Commission 
for comment. 


Insurance in 
Building 


Covering Owner's Common 
Law Liability 


MR. W. V. B. REID, BSC(ECON), addressing 
the RICS Junior Organisation Quantity 
Surveyors’ meeting on October 15, took 
as his subject ‘ Insurance in the Building 
Industry.” He suggested it was for con- 
sideration whether quantity surveyors or 
architects did not have some responsi- 
bility to their clients to satisfy themselves 
as to the adequacy of a contractors’ 
insurance cover in relation to specific 
contracts. The ‘Gold v. Patman and 
Fotheringham’ case established that 
under the provisions of the current form 
of RIBA contract the obligation of a 
contractor to insure was limited to the 
insurance of his own legal liability, which 
depended entirely on negligence, omission 
or default on his part. It did not cover 
the building owner’s common law liability 
ty his neighbour (which does not depend 
upon negligence) in the matter of letting 
down or withdrawal of support. Mr. Reid 
suggested that a provisional sum should 
be inserted in the bills of quantities to 
enable special insurance arrangements to 
be made specifically to cover the common 
law liability of building owners to owners 
of adjoining property after the contract 
had been placed. 

MR. CYRIL SWEETT, FRICS, chairman of 
the meeting, stated that it was not an 
easy matter to revise the RIBA Standard 
Form of Contract in respect of the 
decision in this case. 

It was suggested by one speaker that 
builders, architects and surveyors should 
get together and draft suitable amend- 
ments to enable the employer to cover his 
liability under the contract.

1. Contractors’ Plant 


A two-speed ELECTRIC DRILL, known as 
the R.P. 2, is virtually two drills in one 
and obviates the need to maintain one 
tool for slow speed masonry drilling. The 
lower speed of 420 r.p.m. is suitable for 
fast penetration of masonry and the 
higher speed of 1,200 r.p.m. for all nor- 
mal drilling work.

2. Jointing 


A new TELESCOPIC JOINT which pro- 
vides a total axial movement of } in. and 
an angular movement of 15° is now mar- 
keted for use with standard 4 in. Key- 
pitch fibre pipes. The joint is a standard 
pitch fibre coupling but with a narrow 
internally recessed sealing ring of neo- 
prene fitted in one end. Installation tech- 
nique is simple and quick, whether for 
horizontal or vertical pipe. The plain 
side of the coupling is driven on to the 
pipe in the normal way and the standard 
tapered spigot of the next pipe is entered 
into the seal ring at the open end of the 
coupling and normally would be driven 
up to within 3 in. of the shoulder, but it 
can be driven right home if required. 

The joint will be of greater use where 
the expected differential movement is 
confined to a definite location, such as 
the connection of a drain to a house that 
is expected to settle or on stack pipes of 
tall buildings, where the differential 
thermal movement between the pipe and 
the building might be expected to cause 
pipe joints to open.

4. Ventilation 


A FAN has been designed that is rever- 
sible, has two-speed operation and moves 
60,000 cu. ft. of air per hour. Within its 
casing it has a built-in cord-operated iris 
shutter linked with an integral fan switch, 
the fan being switched on and off as the 
shutter is opened and closed. Reversi- 
bility is provided in two ways. The direc- 
tion of airflow can be changed from 
extraction to fresh air input by simply 
turning the socket connection from the 
mains supply through 90°. Alternatively 
the direction of airflow can be remotely 
controlled by means of a reversing con-

Publicity for Clay Tiles 

‘Roofs of Clay’ is a 30-minute film 
dealing with the production and use of 
clay roofing tiles. As might be expected 
there is a good deal of emphasis on the 
tradition of the material with the opening 
shots designed to show the longevity of 
clay tiled roofs. We also see the clay 
being dug and processed but the section 
that will most appeal is that showing the 
methods of fixing roofing tiles when the 
treatment of hips, valleys and ridges, and 
some of the more neglected variations 
such as swept and laced valleys, is par- 
ticularly well demonstrated. 

After these sequences it seems a pity 
that more time is not given to the 
advances made in the use of clay tiles as 
a vertical cladding. Some very attrac- 
tive examples are shown but hardly 
enough to make their impression and it 
may be that, by allowing the old to over- 
shadow the new, the film will fall a little 
short of the sort of publicity it hopes to 
attract.

Scotland’s Housing, 1959 


THE NUMBER of new houses completed in 
Scotland in the first nine months of this 
year was 20,368, a decrease of 5,176 
compared with the same period last year. 
Permanent houses completed in Scotland 
since the war now total 374,118. This 
is shown by the quarterly Housing Return 
for Scotland published recently by HMSO, 
price Is. 3d. 

Of the new houses built so far this 
year local authorities have completed 
14,090 or 69.2 per cent (70 per cent for 
the same period last year), SSHA 1,671 
or 8.2 per cent (10 per cent), private 
enterprise 3,081 or 15.1 per cent (13 per 
cent) and new towns 1,208 or 5.9 per cent 
(4.2 per cent). The remaining 1.6 per cent 
are accounted for by government depart- 
ments and housing associations. 

Houses under construction at the end 
of September totalled 30,516, a drop of 
249 compared with the same date last 
year. 


Clerk of Works Dinner 


THE SCOTTISH CHAPTER of the Institute of 
Clerks of Works held their annual dinner 
at More’s Hotel, India-street, Glasgow, on 
October 24. Among the guests were Mr. 
J. A. H. Mottram, ARIBA, President of 
the Royal Incorporation of Architects in 
Scotland, Mr. T. P. Little, FRICS, Mr. 
L. Hugh Wilson, OBE, chief archi- 
tect of the new Town of Cumbernauld, 
and Mr. Lockhart W. Hutson, OBE. 

The President, Mr. A. E. Sainsbury, 
who attended from London, spoke of the 
endeavour of the Institute to obtain a 
very high standard of membership. This 
theme was referred to by others but
